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2005 OUTLOOK 


Enthusiasm is building throughout the Rutgers campus as head 
coach Greg Schiano welcomes a number of talented veterans, as 
well as another standout recruiting class, for pre-season training 
camp in August. 


The Scarlet Knights are coming off of a productive Spring Practice 
2005 where they displayed improvement in a number of areas. 


The Scarlet Knights will feature seven returning starters on 
offense and seven on defense, as well as 11 others who started 
at least one game in 2004.’ Statistically, Rutgers returns its top 
five rushers, its top nine receivers and 10 of its top 11 tacklers 
from last season. 


“Not a lot has changed since the beginning of spring. My feelings 
are the same. | enjoy coaching this team," Schiano said at the con- 
clusion of his fifth spring practice as Rutgers head coach. "They 
really seemed ta enjoy practicing together and playing the game 
together, so that made it fun." 


OFFENSE 


Returning on offense for Rutgers is an exciting group of playmak- 
ers at the skill positions, a solid foundation along the offensive line 
and a quarterback who has set school marks for passing in each 
of the last two seasons (in 2004, Rutgers led the BIG EAST in 
passing with 3,416 yards through the air). With 15 players who 
earned starts last season returning this coming season, the 
offense figures to ance again move the ball in 2005. 


At quarterback, Ryan Hart heads into his final season after throw- 
ing for 3,154 yards and 17 touchdowns in 2004. The 6-2, 200- 
pound Hart broke into the starting lineup in the ninth game of his 
freshman campaign in 2002 and has fashioned some very pro- 
ductive numbers in that time. Last season, Hart set Rutgers 
marks for passing yards, attempts (453] and completions (295), 
while also leading the BIG EAST in passing yards per game 
(286.7) last season. He also set a league mark by completing 
65.1% of his passes and threw for over 300 yards in six of 11 
games. 


Hart enjoyed many fine moments in 2004, and was instrumental 
in RU's win at Vanderbilt, when the Scarlet Knights rallied from a 
24-point halftime deficit in Nashville to post the largest cameback 
in school history. Hart completed 31-of-40 passes for 344 yards 
in the win over the Commodores, and also threw for 311 yards 
and three touchdowns at Syracuse. 


"Ryan, having the experience, will come in as the incumbent 
starter, and he deserves that," Schiano said. 


Also at quarterback is Mike Teel, who worked with the scout team 
throughout the 2004 season and saw his share of reps in spring 
practice. The 6-4, 220-pound Teel was a three-year starter at Don 
Basco Prep and was a First-Team All-State selection in his final 
season.

Joining the Scarlet Knights for pre-season camp will be another 
New Jersey standout, Jabu Lovelace (6-2, 200) from Tenafly. 
Lovelace threw for over 1,600 yards and rushed for nearly 1,000 
in his senior season. 


Experience and depth are the key attributes of the running backs, 
as seven backs that saw action last season return, including four 
who have gained over 100 yards in a single game. 


The top rusher in each of the past twa seasons, junior fullback 
Brian Leonard (6-2, 230) is back following a season in which he 
earned First Team All-America honors - the first RU player to do 
so since tight end Marco Battaglia in 1995. Leonard, honored by 
Pro Football Weekly, played in 10 of 11 games in 2004, picking 
up 732 yards on the ground while grabbing 61 passes for 518 
yards, scoring nine total touchdowns. He led the BIG EAST in all- 
purpose yardage {125.0/game] and was the top pass-catching 
back in the country last season. 


Senior running back Clarence Pittman (5-10, 208) has three 
years of experience under his belt and enjoyed a strong perform- 
ance in spring practice. Pittman has gained 559 yards and 
caught 31 passes thus far in his career, and had a memorable 
night against Tennessee in 2002 when he gained 104 yards at 
Neyland Stadium.

He also displayed the 
ability to catch the ball coming aut of the backfield, with 17 recep- 
tions for 105 yards after grabbing just one pass in 2003.

Senior Markis Facyson is another versatile backfield performer. 
The 5-10, 195-pound running back caught six passes for 39 
yards and rushed for 52 yards, with 43 of those coming at 
Syracuse with Leonard out of the lineup due to injury. 


Running back Dimitri Linton (5-9, 195) saw action in the backfield, 
and as a kick returner, as a true freshman in 2004. Another true 
freshman, fullback Jean Beljour (6-0, 218) appeared in all 11 
games. Senior Ishmael Medley (5-11, 230), who caught four pass- 
es for 27 yards in 2004, has seen action as a blocking fullback 
and has shown he can catch the ball out of the backfield. When 
lined up alongside Leonard, he provides Rutgers with a physical 
Offensive backfield. Sophomore E.J. Barthel (6-1, 240), who bat- 
tled back from injury last fall, worked at fullback during the spring. 
Another freshman, fullback Jeremy Branch (6-0, 212) also con- 
tributes at long snapper. 


Raymeil Rice (5-9, 195/New Rachelle, NY) will jain the competi- 
tion at running back when he arrives for pre-season training 
camp. Rice saw his first action at Rutgers Stadium on June 12 
and led the New York squad in rushing in the Governor's Bowl.

At tight end, Rutgers boasts one of the nation's best in Clark 
Harris. The 6-6, 255-pound Harris, a preseason John Mackey 
Award candidate, hauled in 53 catches for 725 yards and five 
touchdowns last season, including three 100-yard efforts. Harris 
led all BIG EAST tight ends in catches and yards and was among 
the top five nationally in both categories. 


Also returning at tight end is anather seasoned veteran, Sam 
Johnson (6-3, 250), who caught four passes for 40 yards and a 
touchdown in 2004, Johnson, a product of Bergen Catholic HS, is 
joined by sophomore Brad Listarti (6-4, 248), who contributed pri- 
marily on special teams in 2004, and youngster Kevin Brock (6-5, 
225), who worked primarily with the scout team in 2004. Junior 
Anthony Cali (6-5, 245), who came to Rutgers as a quarterback, 
made the move to tight end.

At the wide receiver position, Rutgers is talented and deep. Its 
core includes five veteran receivers, led by All-BIG EAST performer 
Tres Moses (5-10, 191), who set single-season school records 
for catches (81) and yards (1,056) in 2004, while finishing first in 
the BIG EAST in catches and second in receiving yards per game 
(96.0). Moses’ athleticism and solid hands produced five, 100- 
yard receiving efforts and two 98-yard games during the season. 
He ended the year with a seven-catch, 168-yard, two-touchdown 
effort vs. Connecticut, which made him the first RU player to gain 
more than 1,000 receiving yards in a season. 


Moses’ production was all the more important in 2004 after his 
running mate, WR Shawn Tucker (6-2, 200), was sidelined by a 
groin injury in the season's second game. Tucker caught 21 pass- 
es as a true freshman in 2003, and enjoyed an outstanding 2004 
season with 50 catches and a team-best 786 receiving yards. He 
is looking forward to returning in 2005. 


In Tucker's absence, rangy (6-5, 210-pound] senior Chris Baker 
took advantage of his increased playing time, finishing fourth on 
the team with 28 catches for 388 yards with two touchdowns. 


Marcus Daniels (6-2, 200) and Willie Foster (5-10, 170), a pair of 
juniars who were high school teammates, also contributed to the 
receiving corps, cambining for 34 catches and 361 yards. 
Daniels had a pair of six-catch games, including a six-catch, 84- 
yard effort vs. West Virginia. 


Another rangy receiver, freshman Keith Taylor (6-4, 185), saw a 
lot of action in the spring and was impressive. Junior Wayne 
Morse (6-2, 187), who earned a spot on the Scarlet Knights’ ros- 
ter as a walk-on last year, is also on hand.

Barnaby returns after starting 10 of 11 games at defensive end 
in 2004. He totaled 26 tackles and 2.5 tackles-for-loss last sea- 
son. Also returning at defensive end is 6-2, 260-pound sopho- 
more Eric Foster, who registered 22 tackles in his first season of 
action. 


Mike Ziarnowksi (6-2, 255) and Jamal Westerman (6-3, 252) are 
a pair of red-shirt freshmen also at end. True freshman Jonathan 
Pierre-Etienne (6-3, 260/Montreal, QC) was a member of the 
20085 recruiting class who enrolled at Rutgers last January and 
saw his first action during the spring.

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A New Jersey native who returned to his roots to take over the reins of the Rutgers foot- 
ball program, Greg Schiano leads the Scarlet Knights with the high energy, passionate 
drive and boundless enthusiasm that have been the hallmark of his career. 


Schiano's impact as head coach is evidenced in all aspects of the Rutgers foot- 
ball program in his fifth season as the Scarlet Knights' mentor. Schiano and 
his staff have continued to upgrade the level of talent by recruiting student- 
athletes with outstanding athleticism and great character. Rutgers now 
boasts one of the nation's premier football complexes, highlighted by an 
expansive strength and conditioning facility, a state-of-the-art training room 
and academic support facilities which include classrooms, study rooms and 
computer labs. With the addition of a state-ofthe-art scoreboard and the 
FieldTurf playing surface, Rutgers Stadium continues to be one of the 
most scenic settings for college football in the country.

Under Schiano, the Miami defense showed rapid and marked 
improvement in his two seasons as defensive coordinator. The 
‘Canes defense closed out the 1999 season by not allowing a 
passing touchdown in 27 quarters, and was 12th nationally in 
scoring defense [allowing 17.2 points per game]. In 2000, 
Miami surrendered just 15.5 points per game, the fewest 
allowed by any team in the BIG EAST and No. 5 nationally.

John McNulty, who came to Rutgers with six years of experi- 
ence as a coach in the National Football League, is in his second 
season as wide receivers coach at Rutgers. Under his guidance, 
Rutgers wide receiver Tres Moses enjoyed a breakout season 
as the leading pass catcher in the BIG EAST in 2004, hauling in 
81 receptions for 1,056 yards and a league-best 7.4 catches 
per game. Moses was named first team All-BIG EAST for his 
efforts. 


McNulty was an assistant coach with the NFL’s Jacksonville 
Jaguars from 1998-2002, and with the Cowboys in 2003. 
During his six-year career as an assistant in the NFL, his teams 
advanced to the playoffs three times. McNulty also had seven 
years of collegiate coaching experience with the University of Michigan (1991-94) and the 
University of Connecticut [1995-97], before beginning his tenure at Rutgers. 


McNulty served as the Jaguars’ quality contral coach in 1998 and 1999, before being 
named wide receivers coach in 2000. While with the Jags, McNulty worked with one of the 
NFL's top receiving duos, Jimmy Smith and Keenan McCardell.

Rutgers has made marked strides in special teams play under 
Rizzi's direction the last three years. Last year, the Scarlet Knights' 
attack featured one of the top freshman kickers in the country, 
Jeremy Ito. Ito was a two-time BIG EAST Special Teams Player of 
the Week selection in 2004, and earned Freshman Alt-America 
honors fram The Sporting News. Under Rizzi's tutelage, former 
Rutgers standout and current member of the Dallas Cowboys Nate 
Jones developed into ane of the nation's most feared kickoff return 
weapons, earning All-BIG EAST honors twice, and being named the Conference's "Co-Special 
Teams Player of the Year" in 2002. Jones also led the BIG EAST and was sixth in the country in 
kickoff returns, averaging 28.3 yards per return in 2002. 
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Before taking over the linebackers in 2005, Rizzi served as the Scarlet Knights' running backs 
coach in his first three seasons on the staff, and developed a deep corps, led by fullback Brian 
Leonard. Leonard was a First Team All-BIG EAST selection and was named to Pro Football 
Weekly's All-America team following an outstanding 2004 campaign. Leonard was named BIG 
EAST Freshman of the Year in 2003 by College Football News after leading the team in rushing 
with 880 yards. 


Rizzi, who added Assistant Head Coach responsibilities in February, 2004, compiled a 15-14 

~ record as head coach at New Haven, despite playing notoriously challenging schedules. In his final 
season at New Haven, Rizzi guided the Chargers to a 5-4 record in 2001, facing one of the tough- 
est schedules in the nation among Division Il teams.

league that quickly established itself as a national force after its inception 
in 19814, now becomes that much stronger. 

In 2004, five of the seven BIG EAST teams participated in bowl 
games, Two of the five emerged victorious, including Connecticut which 
went to its first bowl game and came home with a 39-10 victory aver 
Toledo in the Motor City Bowl. Louisville and Cincinnati also earned bow! 
victories last season, with the Cardinals defeating Boise State, 44-40, in 
the AutoZone Liberty Bowl, and the Bearcats beating Marshall, 32-14, in 
the PlainsCapital Fort Worth Bowl. 

Over the last five seasons, the BIG EAST has compiled one of the 
best winning percentages of any BCS conference in bowl games. BIG 
EAST Conference teams are 15-10 in postseason play since 2000. 

The BIG EAST has been a frequent contender for the national champi- 
onship. Eight times in the league's 14 seasons a BIG EAST squad has 
been in a bowl game, playing for a claim to the national crown. A BIG 
EAST team has competed in the BCS championship game in three of the 
last six years. 

The BIG EAST has always been proud of its football student-athletes 
for their academic achievements. In 2004, the BIG EAST had one of the 
eight national winners of the National Football Foundation Schalar-Athliete 
Award, West Virginia offensive lineman Jeff Berk was the BIG EAST rep- 
resentative. Four players were named to the CoSIDA Academic All- 
America Team. The honorees were Syracuse's Matt Tarullo [first team), 
Pittsburgh's Vince Crachunis and Dan Stephens (first team), and Berk 
(second team). 

Since its birth, the BIG EAST has been a national power, both on and 
off the field. Commissioner Michael Tranghese served as coordinator of 
the BCS for two years from 2002-03. He has spearheaded the develop- 
ment of BIG EAST football since its beginning. 

The BIG EAST Conference's entrance inta football was announced on 
February 5, 1991. The league gained instant notice and credibility with its 
level of excellence on the field and with its television and bowl relation- 
ships. The BIG EAST has been a charter member of each of the major 
bowl agreements with conferences, beginning with The Bowl Coalition in 
1992 followed by The Bowl Alliance in *95. The Bowl Championship 
Series began in *98 and will continue through the 2005 season. 
Recently, it was announced that the BIG EAST will continue as a founding 
member thraugh the end of a new BCS agreement that will begin in 
2006. 

Extensive television exposure and the BIG EAST have been synany- 
mous terms. For football, the league established its own regional televi- 
sion package in 1991 before it had played a game. The BIG EAST 
Television Network immediately was the largest regional college football 
network in the country. 

The BIG EAST has television agreements with ABC and ESPN that 
run through the 2007 season. Both agreements ensure that ABC or 
ESPN telecasts a BIG EAST game virtually every week of the year. 

ESPN Regional Television owns broadcasting rights for all telecasts 
not assigned to ABC or ESPN. ERT, which took aver for the BIG EAST 
Network in 1996, produces and distributes additional games, including a 
BIG EAST Game of the Week, through syndication, local markets and pay- 
per-view. 


The BIG EAST has always aligned itself with prestigious bowl games. 
The league champion plays in the Tostitos Fiesta, FedEx Grange, Nokia 
Sugar or Rose Bowis as part of its membership in the Bow! Championship 
Series. 

The BIG EAST and the Toyota Gator Sowl in Jacksonville, Fia. have a 
multi-year pact, which allows the Gator Bowl to select a BIG EAST bowl-eli- 
gible team after the league's representative in the Bow! Championship 
Series has been determined. 

The Insight Bowi, which is held in Phoenix, Ariz., is in its eighth year 
as a partner with the BIG EAST. The Meineke Car Care Bowl in Charlotte, 
N.C. is in its fourth year with the BIG EAST in 2005. BIG EAST teams 
have enjoyed plenty of success in recent years. League squads have 
played in 23 bowl games an or after New Year's Day.

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2004 SEASON REVIEW 


SEASON RECAP 

Rutgers opened its 2004 season with a 19-14 win over Michigan 
State fram the Big Ten Conference at a sold-out Rutgers Stadium, 
and later posted a 37-34 win at Vanderbilt of the SEC, a game in 
which Rutgers managed the largest comeback in program history. 
RU wan four of its first six games in 2004 - its best start since 1993. 


_ Rutgers featured the nation's No. 6 passing offense behind QB Ryan 
Hart, who set school records for attempts (453], completions (295) 
and yards (3,154), WR Tres Moses, who set single-season marks for 
catches (B11) and yards (1,054}, and TE Clark Harris, who led all BIG 
EAST tight ends in catches (53) and yards (725). RB Brian Leonard 
amassed 100 or more all-purpose yards in each of his 10 games, 
averaging 125.0/contest, just shy of the league lead. 


Defensively, Rutgers received another solid season from graduated 
8S Jarvis Johnson, who led AU in tackles (75] for the second-straight 
year. CB Joe Porter, with a team-leading five INT's, registered the 
second-most interceptions in the BIG EAST and the most at Rutgers 
since 1983. True freshman FS Ron Girault finished the year with 61 
tackles, including 56 over his final six games once he broke into the 
starting lineup. Defensive end Ryan Neill returned to action after sit- 
ting out the 2003 season and was among the SIG EAST leaders in 
sacks (8.0) and TFL (13.0) while registering 43 tackles. 


FIVE PLAYERS EARN ALL-BIG EAST HONORS 

Five members of the Rutgers football team earned All-BIG EAST hon- 
ors, as selected by the league's head coaches. Earning first-team hon- 
ors were wide receiver Tres Moses, tight end Clark Harris, fullback 
Brian Leonard and defensive end Ryan Neill. Named to the secand 
team was offensive lineman John Glass. It was the fourth time overall, 
but first since 1994, that Rutgers placed five players on AI-BIG EAST 
teams. 


MOSES SETS RU SINGLE-SEASON YARDAGE MARK; 

PRODUCES SECOND-MOST CATCHES IN BIG EAST HISTORY 
Tres Moses caught seven passes for 168 yards in the season finale 
vs. UConn and, in the process, became the Rutgers single-season 
leader in receiving yards with 1,056, breaking All-American tight end 
Marco Battaglia's record of 894, set in 1995. Over the final eight 
games of the 2004 season, Moses had 948 receiving yards and 
closed the season with a career-high 168 yards, which ranks as the 
411th-best single-game effort in school history. 

ALSO OF NOTE: 

With 81 catches in 11 games [7.36/game], Moses set the BIG EAST 
single-season record for catches per game, set in 2003 by 
Pittsburgh's Larry Fitzgerald (7.08/game). 


LEONARD PACES BACKS NATIONALLY AND IN BIG EAST 

In addition to ranking fifth in the BIG EAST in rushing at 73.2 yards 
per game, Brian Leonard led all BIG EAST running backs in catches 
(61) and receiving yards (518). He ranked second overall (behind 
Moses] in catches per game and ninth in receiving yards. On a nation- 
al level, Leonard ranked first among RB's and 13th overall in recep- 
tions/game and receiving yards/ game.

Hart closed out the 2004 sea- 
son with 6,347 career yards, which ranks third all-time in Rutgers his- 
tory. He is also second in career completions (580) and third in 
attempts (962). Hart also moved into fourth place on the career TD 
ist (34) and, for the second-straight year, set the single-season pass- 
ing yardage mark.

BIG EAST ALL-ACADEMIC TEAM 

Four members of the Rutgers football team were among a group of 
42 student-athletes named to the 2004 BIG EAST AllAcademic 
Football Team. Heading the Rutgers contingent was senior center Ray 
Pilch, who was one of just four BIG EAST student-athletes named ta 
the team for the fourth consecutive year. Pilch, of Piscataway, NJ, 
was also a threetime CoSIDA Academic All-America (District II) during 
his career as a Scarlet Knight. Also earning BIG EAST Ail-Academic 
honors were fullback Brian Leonard, defensive end Ryan Neill and 
safety Brandon Wood. Leonard and Neill were two of nine players 
who earned All-BIG EAST honors on the field in the fall, and also made 
the academic squad. The Al-Academic Team recognizes letterwinners 
who have posted a cumulative grade paint average of 3.0 or better. 
Student-athletes who have completed a minimum of two semesters of 
academic work and earned a letter are eligible. It was the 13th con- 
secutive season the BIG EAST has honored its student-athletes with 
an academic team. 


HARRIS IS BIG EAST’S MOST PRODUCTIVE TIGHT END 
Sophomore TE Clark Harris began the season on the John Mackey 
Award watch list (nation’s top TE) and ended the year as the BIG 
EAST's most productive tight end. Harris led all BIG EAST tight ends 
in catches (53) and yards (725), and ranked second nationally in 
receiving yards/ game (65.91) and catches (4.82}, trailing Texas 
Tech’s Trey Haverty (69 catches, 872 yards}. Harris produced three, 
100-yard efforts in 2004 and 725 total yards - the 10th-highest 
total in school history.

When Joe Porter picked off his fifth pass of the season vs. UConn

Richard L. McCormick became the 19th president of Rutgers, The State Universi 
New Jersey, on December 1, 2002. Among Dr. McCormick's key priorities r 
taining and enhancing Rutgers’ academic quality and connecting the university 

deeply to the people of New Jersey - with human goals in mind, not just rankings. 


Prior to becoming president of Rutgers, Dr. McCormick enjoyed a distinguished career 
as a faculty member, scholar, and university administrator. After earning his BAvin 
American studies from Amherst College in 1969 and his Ph.D. in history from Yale ~ 
University in 1978, Or. McCormick began his career as an assistant professor of his- 
tory at Rutgers-New Brunswick/ Piscataway. He rose through the ranks to become _ 
professor of history (1985), chair of the Department of History (1987-1989), and 
dean of the Faculty of Arts and Sciences (1989-1992). From Rutgers, Dr. 
McCormick moved in 1992 to the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill, where he - 
served as executive vice chancellor, provost and vice chancellor for academic affairs. In. 
1995 he became president of the University of Washington where he served until : 
returning to Rutgers in 2002. 


The author of three books and numerous articles, Dr. McCormick is a recognized scholar of American political history..In 
1985, he held a John Simon Guggenheim Memorial Foundation Fellowship as well as a Woodrow Wilson International 
Center for Scholars Fellowship. Dr. McCormick is actively involved in the work of a number of national and international 
education organizations including the Association of American Universities, the Business-Higher Education Forum, and the 
Council of Presidents of the Association of Governing Boards of Universities and Colleges. In 2004, Dr. McCormick was 
appointed to Governor James E. McGreevey's Commission to Support and Enhance New Jersey Military and Coast. Guard

A PROUD HISTORY 

Rutgers has a unique history as a colonial college, a land-grant institution, and a state university. Chartered in 1766 as Queen's College, the eighth institution of 
higher learning to be founded in the colonies, the school opened its doors in New Brunswick in 1771. During this early period, the college developed as a classical 
liberal arts institution. In 1825, the name of the college was changed to Rutgers to honor a former trustee and Revalutionary War veteran, Colonel Henry 
Rutgers. 


Rutgers College became the land-grant college of New Jersey in 1864. Further expansion in the sciences came with the founding of the New Jersey Agricultural 
Experiment Station in 1880, the College of Engineering (now the School of Engineering] in 1914, and the College of Agriculture (now Cook College) in 1921. The 
Precursors to several other Rutgers divisions were also founded during this period: the College of Pharmacy (now the Ernest Mario School of Pharmacy) in 
1892, the New Jersey College for Women (now Douglass College) in 1918, and the School of Education (now a graduate school) in 1924. 


Rutgers College assumed university status in 1924, and legislative acts in 1945 and 1966 designated all its divisions as the State University of New Jersey. 
During these years, the university expanded significantly with the founding of an evening division, University College, in 1934, and the addition of the University of 
Newark [now Rutgers- Newark) in 1946 and the College of South Jersey at Camden (now Rutgers-Camden] in 195D. After World War Il, enrollment, degree 
programs, and research activity grew rapidly. In 1989, Rutgers was elected to membership in the Associatian of American Universities. 


Today, Rutgers continues to grow, both in its facilities and in the variety and depth of its educational and research programs. The university's goals for the future 
include the continued provision of the highest quality undergraduate and graduate education along with increased support for outstanding research to meet the 
needs of society and to fulfill Rutgers’ role as the State University of New Jersey.

A Innovation, achievement and 
excellence have been the hail- 
marks of Robert Mulcahy's 
tenure as Director of Athletics at 
Rutgers, The State University of 
New Jersey. Since coming to 
Rutgers in 1998, Mulcahy has 
been the guiding farce in the con- 
tinued growth and develapment of 
the Division of Intercollegiate 
Athletics. He is committed to the 
ideal that Rutgers Athletics will 
provide the best possible experience for its student-athletes. 

Mulcahy's vision for Rutgers Athletics has led the division to 
unprecedented growth and accomplishment. Wide-ranging imprave- 
ments in facilities have allawed the division to function at greater effi- 
ciency, thus enabling opportunity for greater success for Rutgers stu- 
dent-athletes, both in the classroom and on the playing field. 

With a strategic plan now in place, Mulcahy has brought reality to 
this vision. He has been responsible for raising the division’s endow- 
ment by $4 million, and was instrumental in develaping and securing 
outside revenue totaling $24 million, resulting in the renovation, and 
construction, of a number of facilities. 

Capital projects from this funding include the expansion and 
enhancement of the Hale Center, allowing that facility to become one 
of the finest of its kind nationally, with an expansive strength and con- 
ditioning facility, a state of the art training room and academic sup- 
port facilities which include classrooms, study rooms and computer 
labs. Rutgers Stadium has enjoyed significant enhancements under 
Mulcahy’s watch, as well, and now features a state-of-the-art score- 
board and Field Turf playing surface, all helping to ensure the best 
possible experience for student-athletes and fans. 

Other projects have resulted in a modern, state-ofthe-art academ- 
ic support laboratory in the Louis Brown Athletic Center, as well as an 
expanded weight training complex, and a modern media headquarters 
and interview room. Office space for coaches and administrators was 
a priority that has came to fruition, allowing the senior athletic admin- 
istration to be centrally located in the LBAC for the first time, while 
future plans call for the continued upgrading of the LBAC. 

Mulcahy has made significant upgrades in the area of academic 
support, which has been reflected by substantial gains in the class- 
roam by student-athletes. The division remains committed to its goal 
of exceeding the grade paint average of the general student papula- 
tion. Increased academic support has included the addition of full- 
time personnel, computer labs and tutorial services. Programs such 
as the comprehensive RU Strong/LifeSkills have been bolstered to 
help ensure a positive and meaningful experience for the Rutgers 
student-athlete, 

Under Mulcahy's leadership, Rutgers student-athletes are stand- 
outs in the community as well. Among the many projects they organ- 
ize and participate in are the Student-Athlete Advisory Committee 
annual Holiday Toy Drive, a Universitywide Blood Drive, the Read 
Across America program, and visits to area hospitals.

The Annual Report, which chronicles the division's achievements 
and goals and was produced for the first time ever following the 
1998-99 academic year under Mulcahy's direction, includes the 
cumulative grade point averages of each varsity team. 

The Division continues to be a leader in its commitment to gender 
equity, and has increased funding for scholarships and facility 
improvements in that area. 

Mulcahy has also overseen the institution of a comprehensive 
marketing and promotional plan to further increase corporate rev- 
enue and enhance the overall image of the athletic program. 
Corporate sponsorship has risen each year during Mulcahy's adminis- 
tration, and will continue to expand as Rutgers Athletics maintains its 
sponsorship with one of the nation’s leading firms, Nelligan Sports 
Marketing. 

All the while, the Rutgers athletic program continues to grow and 
improve on the field of play. 

In 2004-05, the women’s basketball team won the BIG EAST 
Conference's regular season championship and eventually advanced 
to the NCAA Tournament’s Elite Eight, its seventh NCAA appearance 
in eight years (including a 2000 Women's Final Four in 2000). In a 
week-long span in the middle of the season, the Scarlet Knights 
defeated three Top 10 teams (including the No. 1 squad at the time], 
serving notice that Rutgers has achieved its rightful place among the 
nation’s elite. 

The Rutgers men's track and field team enjoyed perhaps its best 
season in school history in 2004-05, winning the 2005 BIG EAST 
Conference Outdoor Chanpionship, and claiming both the IC4A Indoor 
and Outdoor titles. The Scarlet Knights’ men's golf team enjoyed its 
most successful campaign in more than two decades and earned a 
berth in the NCAA Tournament, and the Rutgers gymnastics team 
stepped to the fore by winning the USAG Collegiate National 
Championship. 

There were plenty more superb events in 2004-05. The football 
pragram, and the entire University, were showcased in the memo- 
rable 2004 season-opening win over Michigan State before a sellout 
crowd and ABC-TV audience on Labor Day Weekend, and the men’s 
basketball team hosted seven sellout crowds and attracted the third- 
highest attendance figure in school history. 


Mulcahy has also put 
great emphasis on the 
composition and perform- 
ance of the Scarlet Knights 
coaching staff, which has 
proven to be a major 
strength of the program. In 
2004-05, six members of 
the coaching staff were 
honored as "Coach of the 
Year" by their respective 
conferences/ organizations. 

Mulcahy came to 
Rutgers on April 15, 1998, 
after an extraordinary 19- 
year tenure as President 
and CEO of the New Jersey 
Sports and Exposition 
Authority. Under Mulcahy's 
leadership, the NUSEA 
developed into the nation's 
premier sports and enter- 
tainment venue. Among his 
noteworthy achievements 
at the Meadowlands includ- 
ed establishing New Jersey as the home of the finest college athletic 
competition in the country, including the creation of the Kickoff Classic 
Football Game, attracting the Army-Navy game to the facility on three 

occasions, and hosting eight NCAA Men's Basketball Eastern 
Regionals and the last Final Four ever to be held in an Arena, in 1998. 
Mulcahy led the negotiations that resulted in the NHL's Devils, the 
NFL's Jets, and Major League Soccer's MetroStars calling the 
Meadowlands their home. 

Mulcahy's leadership at the NUSEA helped develop legislation 
which led to it overseeing the reconstruction of Rutgers Stadium and 
building new soccer, lacrosse and track and field facilities in 1994. 
The Sports and Exposition Authority matured from primarily a horse 
racing and professional football business into a statewide engine for 
sports, entertainment and exposition development during Mulcahy's 
tenure. By the end of his tenure at the Meadowlands, the Sports 
Complex was hosting 600 events a year, drawing seven million visi- 
tors annually to such attractions as the Giants, Jets, Devils, Nets, and 
horse racing, as well as a broad variety of family shows and concerts. 

Mulcahy's lifelong passion for scholastic and college athletics, and 
his undying commitment to public service, has not gone unnoticed. 
The New York Times described his tenure with the NJSEA as one of 
“quiet fervor and foresight, establishing the Meadowlands as one of 
the nation's leading sports and entertainment complexes." The 
Newark Star Ledger hailed the halding of the NCAA Final Four, an 
2 event that was co-hosted by Rutgers, in New Jersey as "the miracle of 
a) the Meadowlands." 
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Among his many professional affiliations, Mulcahy serves on the 
Board of the National Football Foundation and College Hall of Fame, is 
Chair of its Awards Committee, is an honorary member of the 
American Football Coaches!

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THE FIRST FOOTBALL GAME 


[t was at this point that a Rutgers professor could stand it no 
longer. Waving his umbrella at the participants, he shrieked, “you will 
come to no Christian end!" 

Herbert's account of the game continues: “The fifth and sixth 
goals went to Rutgers. The stars of the latter period of play, in the 
memory of the players after the fapse of many years, were “Big Mike” 
and Large (former State Senator George H. Large of Flemington, 
another Princeton player). Someone by a random kick had driven the 
ball to one side, where 
it rolled against the 
fence and stopped. 
Large led the pursuit 
for the ball closely fol- 
lowed by Michael. 
They reached the 
fence on which stu- 
dents were perched, 
and unable to check 
their momentum, in a 
tremendous impact 
they struck it. The 
fence then gave way 
with a crash and over 

went the band of 
yelling students to the 
ground.

Rutgers in baseball by the harrowing score of 40-2. Rutgers longed 
for a chance to square things.” 

A challenge for the game was issued by Rutgers. Three games 
were to be played that year. The first, played at New Brunswick, was 
won by Rutgers. Princeton won the second game, but cries of “over- 
emphasis" prevented the third game in football's first year when facul- 
ties of both institutions protested on the grounds that the games 
were interfering with student studies. 

Herbert gave this detailed account of the play in the first game: 
“Though smaller on the average, the Rutgers players, as it developed, 
had ample speed and fine football sense. Receiving the ball, our men 
formed a perfect interference around it and with short, skillful kicks 
and dribbles drove it down the field. Taken by surprise, the Princeton 
men fought valiantly, but in five minutes we had gotten the ball 
through to our captains on the enemy's goal and S.G. Gano, '71 and 
GR. Dixon, ‘73, neatly kicked it over. None thought of it, so far as | 
know, but we had without previous plan or thought evolved the play 
that became famous a few years later as ‘the flying wedge’.” 

Herbert then related that his teammates failed to note a confer- 
ence the Princeton's captain was holding with the giant of the Tiger 
team, J.E. Michael, ’71, known to his mates as “Big Mike.” 

“Next period Rutgers bucked, or received the ball, hoping to repeat 
the flying wedge,” Herbert's account continues. “But the first time we 
formed it Big Mike came charging full upon us. {t was our turn for 
surprise. The Princeton battering ram made no attempt to reach the 
ball but, forerunner of the interference-breaking ends of today, threw 
himself into our mass play, bursting us apart, and bowing us over. 
Time and again Rutgers formed the wedge and charged; as often Big 

Mike broke it up. And

“To sum up, Princeton had the most muscle, but didn't kick very 
well, and wanted organization. They evidently don't like to kick the ball 
on the ground. Our men, on the other hand, though comparatively 
weak, ran well, and kicked well throughout. But their great point was 
the organization, for which great praise is due to the captain. The 
right men were always in the right place.” 

One of the Princeton players, William Preston Lane, in 1933 con- 
tended in a newspaper interview that Rutgers “ran us Princeton men 
out of town. | never 
4 found out why they 
did that,” he related. 
“But we don't ask any 
questions. When we 
saw them coming 
after us, we ran to 
the outskirts of New 
Brunswick and got 
into our carriages 
and wagons and went 
away as fast as we 
could.” 
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Rutgers University and its neighbor, 
Princeton, played the first game of intercolle- 
giate football on Nov. 6, 1869, on a plot of 
ground where the present-day Rutgers gym- 
nasium now stands in New Brunswick, Niu. 


Rutgers won that first game, 6-4. 


The game was played with two teams of 25 men each under 
rugby-like rules, but like modern football, it was “replete with surprise, 
strategy, prodigies of determination and physical prowess," to use the 
words of one of the Rutgers players. 

William J. Leggett, the captain of the Rutgers team who later 
became a distinguished clergyman of the Dutch Reformed Church, 
suggested that rules for the contest be adopted fram those of the 
London Football Association. Leggett's proposal was accepted by 
Captain William Gunmere of Princeton, who later became Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of New Jersey. 

At 3 p.m. on that memorable afternoon, the 50 combatants and 
about 100 spectators gathered on the field, Most of the assemblage 
sat on a low wooden fence and watched the athletes doff hats, coats 
and vests and use suspenders as belts. To distinguish themselves 
from the bareheaded visitors, SO Rutgers students, including players, 
donned scarlet-colored scarfs which they converted into turbans. 

The teams lined up with two members of each team remaining 
more or less stationary near the opponent's goal in the hapes of being 
able to slip over and score fram unguarded positions. Thus, the pres-

“The flying wedge thus 
checkmated, Rutgers 
might have been in a 
bad spot had not 
Madison Ball, ‘73, 
come through. He 
had a trick of kicking 
the ball with his heel. 
All the game he had 
been a puzzle to the 
Princetonians. The 
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some player who has 
scored against his 
own team.

tion at Rutgers dated 
from this first game, for one of her players, whose identity is unknown, 
in the sixth period started to kick the ball between his own goal posts. 
The kick was blocked, but Princetan took advantage of the opportunity 
and soon made the goal. This turn of the game apparently disorgan- 
ized Rutgers, for Princeton also scored the next goal after a few min- 
utes of play, thus bringing the total up to four all.” 

At this point Leggett introduced strategy to turn the tide in favor 
of Rutgers. Noticing that Princeton obtained a great advantage from 
its taller players, Leggett ordered his men to keep the ball close to the 
ground. Following this strategy, Rutgers kicked the ninth and tenth 
goals, thus winning the match. 

An analytical account of the game appeared in the November, 
18639 issue of the Targum, Rutgers’ undergraduate newspaper,

would be a waste of labor for every game was like the one before,”

The Daily Fredonian, a New Brunswick paper of that era, support- 
ed the Targum account in its issue of November 9, 1869. 

“Through the generaus liberality of the students of Rutgers 
College,” the Fredonian reported, “a bountiful entertainment was pre- 
pared for our Princeton friends, at the favorite resort in Church Street 
known as Northrop's where ‘mine host' and his estimable lady know 
how to get up a good supper.” 

Regardless of what actually happened after the first game, foot- 
ball was here to stay. Rutgers got Columbia University started in the 
grid sport the following season and in a few years most of the colleges 
and universities in the East were represented on the gridiron. 


The foregoing account of America's first intercollegiate football 
game was prepared from material obtained from reliable sources, 
Previous drafts of the account were authenticated by surviving 
members of the first Rutgers and Princeton teams. The last sur 
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bail would be rolling toward the Rutgers goal, and, running ahead of it 
instead of taking time to turn, he would heel it back. He made several 
such plays, greatly encouraging his team. Then he capped all this by 
one tremendous lucky backward drive directly to Dixon, standing 
squarely before Princeton's goal...Dixon easily scored, giving us a ane- 
goal lead.

FIRST INTERCOLLEGIATE FOOTBALL GAME 
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When Rutgers defeated Princeton in the first intercollegiate football 
game ever played in 18689, the setting was quite different than it is 
today. The game was contested on a field along College Avenue in 
New Brunswick. There weren't tens of thousands of cheering fans in 
a multi-million dollar stadium. There was no manicured grass field or 
electronic scoreboard, There was no elaborate athletic equipment or 
television cameras. But on that fall day in 1869, those students 
established a tradition of quality football programs, competitiveness 
and school spirit that continues at Rutgers, the birthplace of intercol- 
legiate football. 


Qn October 1, 1994, Rutgers celebrated that first team and all the 
teams that followed, as the 1994 squad played only its third game in 
the spectacular new Rutgers Stadium, hosting perennial national 
power Miami. 

The game also continued 125 years of historical moments, out- 
standing athletes and memorable triumphs. 


However, those historic moments were difficult to predict during the 
early years when intercollegiate football scheduling was inconsistent. 
For example, Rutgers won six of 10 games in 1882, but played only 
one game in 1885. Similarly, the Scarlet Knights went 8-6 in 1891, 


but two years later played only 
four games. By the early 
1900's, scheduling had 
become more consistent and 
football became mere popular 
across the country.

The eight wins of 1891 weren't 
matched until Rutgers went 8- 
1 in 1947 with one of the most 
successful teams of coach 
Harvey Harman in the Golden 
Era immediately following 
World War Il. That team, quar- 
terbacked by Frank Burns, who 
would later become Rutgers’ 
most successful coach, lost its 
opener to Columbia and then 
swept through eight straight 
opponents. 


In 1918, coach George Foster Sanford began a tradition of success 
among Rutgers coaches in their inaugural year by leading his team to 
a 6-3 mark. He then flirted with two perfect seasons, improving the 
team to 7-1 in 1915 and 7-1-1 in 1917. Those two seasons, which 
featured All-American Paul Robeson, were 
among Rutgers’ best. 


The Scarlet Knights outscored opponents by 
an average of 44-3 in 1915 and 33-2 in 
4917. Sanford, a member of Rutgers’ Hall of 
Fame, also helped to introduce Rutgers to the 
New York metropolitan area, playing games at 
the Polo Grounds against teams like Notre 
Dame, Nebraska, Louisiana State and West 
Virginia. A few years later, in 1924, two-time 
All-American end and fullback Homer Hazel 
helped coach John Wallace continue the tradi- 
tion of first-year coaching success, as Rutgers 
posted a 7-1-1 mark. 


Harvey Harman also had a successful first 
season, going 7-1 in 1938, the year Rutgers 
dedicated the original Rutgers Stadium. 
Rutgers won the dedication game, 20-18, 
aver Princeton. Harman, however, was 
replaced by former coach Harry Rockefeller 
during World War Il. His tenure included an 8-1 season in 1947 
when Rutgers, dominated by WWII veterans, registered a combined 
record of 27-7 fram 1945-48, 


When Jahn Stiegman coached Rutgers from 1956-59, he brought 
back the single-wing formation to the Scarlet Knight offense, and led 
Rutgers to an 8-1 mark in 1958. The only loss of that season, 13-12 
to the Quantico Marines, came when Al-American tailback Billy Austin 
had to miss a game due to a broken hand. 


Another first-year coach got off to an impressive start when John 
Bateman went 8-1 in 1960. That campaign was followed by Rutgers’

first undefeated season in 1961, when the team went 9-0, capping 
the season with a fourth-quarter, 25-point comeback win over 
Columbia. That team included All-American center Alex Kroil, and was 
ranked 15th nationally. In his 11 seasons, Bateman led Rutgers to 
73 wins in 124 games. 


In 1973, Frank Burns took the reins of Rutgers football and became 
the most successful Rutgers coach ever by building teams recognized 
for fundamentals and defense. Burns himself was also known as 2

fierce linebacker and won the Most Valuable Player Award in the 
1949 College All-Star game, when he made 17 tackles against the 
New York Giants. The Burns defenses were led by linebackers Ed 
Steward, Jim Hughes, Jim Dumont and defensive end Nate Toran, 
Burns’ first team went 6-5, while running back “JJ” Jennings set sin- 
gle-season records for rushing yardage (1,353) and touchdowns (21) 
that still stand. 


Over the next five seasons, Burns’ teams won at least seven games 
each season, including a five-season stretch fram 1975-79 when 
Rutgers’ winning percentage was .803 with a record of 45-11. The 
jewel in the crown of Burns’ tenure as Rutgers’ coach was the 1976 
season, when the team was perfect at 11-0, establishing the best 
season ever at Rutgers. During Burns’ 11 seasons at Rutgers, the 
Scarlet Knights won nearly two-thirds of their games (78-44). He also 
took Rutgers to its only bowl appearance, the Garden State Bowl, at 
Giants Stadium against Arizona State in 1978. 


Doubtless, the biggest win of the Burns era was the 13-7 upset of 
Tennessee on November 3, 1979 at Knoxville. Burns called it “the 
greatest of my coaching career.” 


The following year, 1980, Rutgers had one of its great “near-misses” 
of its long history when the Scarlet bowed, 17-13, to a highly-favored 
and No. 1-ranked Alabama team coached by Bear Bryant at Giants 
Stadium. In a post game comment, Bear Bryant said, “We didn’t beat 
Rutgers. All| can say is we won.” 


In 1984 when Dick Anderson was named head coach, a renewed 
commitment to football at Rutgers was backed by a $3 million state- 
funded package. Those funds helped finance the artificial surface 
practice fields, the practice “Bubble” and the Hale Center, which 
includes lackerrooms, offices, a weight-training area and medical facili- 
ties for the football team. 


Anderson won seven of 10 games in his inaugural season. Other 
highlights of his years at Rutgers include upset wins over such nation- 
allyranked teams as Penn State and Michigan State, and a nationally- 
televised victory over Northwestern in the program's 1,000th game. 
Anderson's teams produced some of the most exciting players in 
Rutgers history, including record-breaking passer Scott Erney, career 
tackles leader Tyronne Stowe and career kickoff return leader Eric 
Young. Anderson’s last game at Rutgers, although a loss to 
Pittsburgh, was a memorable one. It was the 1989 Emerald Isle 
Classic in Dublin, the first time a Rutgers team played overseas. 


Doug Graber became the Scarlet Knights’ 23rd coach in 1990 and 
placed an emphasis on recruiting the best talent in the state of New 
Jersey. His first recruiting class included three first-team All-State 
selections and two second-team All-State selections among the 12 
recruits from New Jersey. 


Another major boost for Rutgers came in 1991 when it joined the BIG 
EAST Football Conference. The team went 13-9 in its first two years 
in the BIG EAST, including a 4-2 BIG EAST mark in 1992, before slip- 
ping to 4-7 the following season. 


The 1994 season celebrated not only the 125 years of college foot- 
ball, but also the return of the newly-renovated and expanded Rutgers 
Stadium. 


A new stadium has been quite a different setting than that of the first 
college football game played over 130 years ago. The Scarlet Knights 
are playing for their own place in history as they continue the college 
football tradition that was born “Qn the Banks of the Old Raritan." 
After a less than stellar run through the mid-1990's under 1998 BIG 
EAST coach of the year Terry Shea, the Scarlet Knights opted to take 
the program in a different direction in 2001. 


On December 1, 2000, Director of Athletics Bob Mulcahy introduced 
the newest coach in the storied history of Rutgers Football - Greg 
Schiano. 


Under Schiano’s leadership, ‘it’s time’ for Rutgers Football to 
regain the nation’s attention.

Hall Doors Finally Open 


For Rabeson 
The following is an excerpt from the 
inscription found on Robeson’s plaque 
in the National College Football Hall of 


Fame in South Bend, Indiana. 


Paul Robeson played four years for the famous 
coach, G. Foster Sanford. Rutgers had a 22-6-3 
record in that time. In 31 games, Rutgers scored 
941 points to opponents’ 191. Robeson was a 
powerful contributor to that record... 

Robeson was a two-time 
All-America end. Frank 
Menke named him All- 
America in 1917 and 1918. Walter Camp picked 
him in 7918. (Camp did not name an All-America 
team in 1917.} Following college, Rabeson played 
three years as a pro - 1920 with Hammond, 1921 
with Akron and 1922 with Milwaukee - in the 
American Professional Football League... 

He obtained his law degree in 1923. At Rutgers, 
Robeson was elected to Phi Beta Kappa and was 
valedictorian of the class of 1919, He won the col- 
lege oratorical contest four straight years and gave 
the commencement address at graduation. 

Robeson won 12 letters in four sports - four in foot- 
ball, three each in basketball and baseball, and two in 
track. He stood 6-3 in height and his weight was list- 
ed at 191 in early years, at 215 his senior season. 
This man of many talents became an actar, singer 
and lecturer, He was on Broadway and in the 
movies. His rich basso made his signature song "Ol’ 
Man River" a classic, He starred in plays, such as 
“The Emporer Jones”, “Othello”, “Showboat”, as well 
as many others, in the U.S., Europe and Africa, In 1925 he made a record- 
ing that sold 55,000 copies in four months. In 1972 he received the 
Whitney Young Memorial Award. Ebony Magazine called him “one of the 10 
mast important black men in American history.”... 

Paul Robeson was born April 9, 
41898, in Princeton, NJ. His 
father, Rev. William Robeson, had 
escaped slavery in 1860 in North 
Carolina at age 15. His mother, 
Maria Bustill, was @ teacher. 
When Paul was a high schoal sen- 
ior, he won the statewide academic 
test and received a scholarship to 
Rutgers. In 1915 he was the third Py 
black to enter Rutgers and the first 
to play football. He died January 
23, 1976. 


A true renaissance man, Robeson 
won 72 letters in four sports at 
Rutgers - four in football, three 
each in basketball and baseball, 
and two in track. After his tenure 
at Rutgers, he became an accom- 
plished actor, singer and lecturer, 
and was recently commemorated 
on a US postal stamp. 


Kroll is the Gth Rutgers Selection to College 
Football Hall of Fame 


Alex Kroll, a consensus All-American cen- 
ter on Rutgers’ first undefeated football 
team in 1961, is the Scarlet Knights’ 
sixth inductee into the College Football 
Hall of Fame, as a part of the Class of 
1997. 


Kroll follawed end Paul Robeson, halfback 
Homer Hazel and coaches George Foster 
Sanford and Harvey Harman into this 
most cherished of college football’s hon- 
ors. Former athletic director George 
Little is also among the alltime honorees. 


Kroll, a 6-2, 228-pound center and linebacker, was a major force in 
Rutgers compiling a 17-1 record in his two years of play “On the 
Banks.” In 1960, the Knights under coach John Bateman were 8-1 
and followed up with the school's first undefeated campaign, going 9-0 
in 1961. Team captain of the lauded 1961 squad, Kroll was a two- 
time first-team AIl-ECAG choice and won first-team All-American hon- 
ors from Associated Press, United Press International, Newspaper 
Enterprise Association, Look, and the American Football Coaches 
Association. Known as a “coach on the field,” he was credited with 
making the quarterback sneak an offensive weapon as Rutgers 
scored seven TDs on that play in 1961 with Kroll clearing the way into 
the endzone for the signal-caller. 


He was also a first-team AllEast choice by the AP in 1961 and played 
in the North-South game and the Senior Bowl. In 1960, he was an 
honorable mention All-American. Following his senior season, he was a 
second-round draft pick of the New York Titans, playing for one sea- 
son in 1962. 


roll earned a BA in English Literature in 1962 and was a Henry 
Rutgers Scholar with a perfect grade point average in his major. He 
received a National Football Foundation and College Hall of Fame Post- 
Graduate Scholarship in 1961. In 1986, he was awarded the Silver 
Anniversary Award from the National Collegiate Athletic Association 
for his collegiate achievements. 


Immediately following his last game with the Titans, he joined the work- 
force at Young & Rubicam, the world's largest independent advertis- 
ing agency, as a copywriter. After a succession of writing and supervi- 
sory jobs in the creative department, he was named executive vice 
president and worldwide creative director in 1970. He was named 
president and chief operating officer in 1982 and, four years later, 
roll became chairman of Young & Rubicam. He is retired but still 
serves as Chairman Emeritus of Young & Rubicam. He resides in 
Charlotte, VT, with his wife, Phyllis. They have three children.

HARVEY HARMAN 
Few men loved the game with the fervor of Harvey Harman, a huge man with a grand smile and a fierce dedication to the sport. 

A former president of the American Football Coaches Association, Harman received that group's Amos Alonzo Stagg Award, sym- 
bolic of outstanding service to the profession. It was not surprising that Harman achieved such acclaim, for he learned his football les- 
sons from two of the game’s mentors - Glenn “Pap” Warner and Jock Sutherland - while at Pittsburgh. 

Harman was a starting tackle for the Panthers before taking his first coaching assignment at Haverford. Fram there he moved on 
to Sewanee (the University of the South), Pennsylvania and Rutgers. 

It was at Rutgers that he had his greatest success, directing the Scarlet Knights to a 26-7-1 record before interrupting his career 
to serve in the U.S. Navy during World War Il. 

Harman returned to Rutgers after the war and led the Scarlet Knights for another 10 seasons before accepting a position as 
Executive Director of the National Faotbal! Foundation and Hall of Fame, Inc. In that capacity, Harman became known as the goodwill 
ambassador for football, continuing to serve the game until his death in 1969. His career record lists a slate of 140-104-7. 


HOMER HAZEL 
He parted his dark hair down the middle, in the fashion of the day, and his deep-set eyes glowed with a competitive fire. Homer Hazel, 
Rutgers’ first Hall of Famer, was, without doubt, the most versatile player the Scarlet ever produced. 

Anatural athlete, Hazel excelled in various sports and was most successful as a track and field star. His speed and quickness served 
him well, for he once recovered his own kickoff in the enemy end zone for a touchdown. 

Homer led Rutgers to identical 7-1-1 records in his final two seasons, earning All-America laurels in each. He was an end in 1923, 
when the only Scarlet loss was to West Virginia (27-7). He had Rutgers on the way to an unbeaten finish in 1924 - this time as a hard- 
hitting fullback - when Bucknell untracked the Scarlet in the final game of the season, 12-7. During the 1924 campaign, Homer Hazel 
established school records for most points after a touchdown and longest completed pass. 

He could do it all. Carrying 226 pounds over a 5-foot-11 frame, Homer lettered in football, basketball, baseball and track at Rutgers. 
He later served as Athletic Director, football and basketball coach at the University of Mississippi for more than five years. He was a golf 
pro for four years, and a labor relations manager for more than 20 years. 

Hazel won his first letter in football at Rutgers in 1916. He left school because of a lack of funds. Hazel worked at various jobs and, 
at age 28, played football again at Rutgers. Walter Camp named him All-America end in 1929, All-America fullback in 1924. Hazel was 
born June 2, 1895, and died February 3, 1968. 


GEORGE LITTLE 
A graduate of Ohio Wesleyan, George Little opened his coaching career at the University of Cincinnati and produced a two-year record 
of 10-8-D before moving up the road to Oxford, Ohio, home of the Miami Redskins, in 1916. There, Little brought the Redskins their first 
Conference Championship and a 7-0-1 mark. 

After service in World War |, Little returned to Miami and directed the Red and White to yet another league crown and a three- 
year post-war record of 20-3-1. He also coached the Miami basketball and track teams, claiming a conference crown in the latter sport. 

The 1922 and 1923 seasons found Little at Michigan under head coach Fielding Yost, the man he replaced in 1924. That year, 
Little's Wolverines were 6-2. The next season, Little was in Wisconsin as the new Athletic Directar and head coach of the Badgers, and 
he led his charges to a two-year mark of 11-3-2. His teams displayed imagination and strength on offense, a unique ruggedness on 
defense. 

Little wound up his collegiate career as the Athletic Director at Rutgers, and then served as executive secretary of the National 
Football Foundation and Hall of Fame. 


GEORGE FOSTER SANFORD 
At the entrance to Rutgers Stadium, inscribed upon a bronze plaque, is a tribute to George Sanford. It was financed and installed by his 
players, the men “...he inspired to deeds beyond themselves." 

Undoubtedly, Sanford was an inspirational leader of men, a gentleman who excelled as both player and coach. Sanford played cen- 
ter on the 1891 and 1892 Yale teams which held each of of their 26 opponents scoreless. Though he was never chosen to an All- 
America team, a 1927 poll named him the all-time Yale center. 

Sanford began his coaching career at Columbia (1899-1901), called in to revive the football program which had been abandoned 
after the 1891 campaign. His 1899 team defeated Yale for the first time ever, and it was at Columbia that Sanford developed the 
famous “Flying Hurdle Play" which saw Harold Weekes catapulted over the scrimmage line. Moving to Rutgers (1913-23), Ganford had 
marked success as his club rolled to a 56-32-5 record. He was hailed as a “miracle worker” in 1917, after his Rutgers team beat the 
heavily-favored Newport Naval Reserve All-Stars, 14-0. Between his teams at Columbia and Rutgers, Sanford devoted his energy toward 
a successful insurance brokerage business. 


Bill Austin 
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ALL-AMERICANS 


HEISMAN CANDIDATE BILL AUSTIN 


Bill Austin, a Fanwood, NJ native and graduate of nearby Scotch Plains-Fanwood High School, captured the imag- 
ination of the college football community in the late 1950's. His twisting, elusive running style helped him lead the 
Scarlet Knights in rushing for three straight seasons. 

Not blessed with great size at 5-11, 170, the speedy Austin amassed 2,073 yards rushing and scored 204 
points. He was a prototype single-wing tailback who, in his day, had few peers. His 32-touchdown career ranks 
second in the Rutgers annals among alltime scorers and he had 13 interceptions from his defensive back posi- 
tion, which is one short of the alltime mark. 

A member of the inaugural Rutgers Football Hail of Fame Class in 1988, Austin was a first-team AP All- 
American selection in 1958. The 1958 Rutgers football media guide referred to Austin as “a natural leader with 
an even temperament.” 

The Scarlet's team captain in 1958, Austin led Rutgers to an 8-7 record with the lone blemish being a 13- 
12 defeat at the hands of the Quantico Marines. Rutgers fans from this era will recall that Austin was forced to 
sit out the Quantico Marines game with a hand injury. The Scarlet’s first undefeated season came in 1961. The 
1976 team also posted a perfect record. If not for an injury suffered by the team’s best player, 1958 may have 
been Rutgers’ first undefeated season. 

An honorable mention All-American tacrosse player for two seasons, Austin was selected by the Washington 
Redskins in the 1959 NFL draft. 


ALL-AMERICAN MARCO BATTAGLIA 
In 1993, Marco Battaglia caught 27 passes. In 1994, that number swelled to 58. By 1995, he was being hailed 
as the nation's best tight end. Following a 69-catch, 894-yard, 1 O0-touchdown season in 1995, there was no longer 


a debate as to who was the nation’s best. 
He was a consensus First-Team AllAmerica, having earned first-team honors by the Football Writer's 


| Association, the Walter Camp Foundation, the Associated Press and the American College Football Coaches 


Association and appeared on the Bob Hope Christmas Special. Battaglia was alsa named the BIG EAST Offensive 
Player of the Year. He played in the prestigious East-West Shrine Game. 

The signature game of his career came at Giants Stadium against Penn State. In a game televised national- 
ly by ESPN, Battaglia showed the nation what he was all about. He grabbed a school-record tying 13 catches for 
184 yards (third-best all-time at RU) and scored three touchdowns. 

Combining speed, strength and the heart of a lion, this 6-3, 245-pounder was the second tight end taken in 
the 1996 NFL draft, a second-round draft choice of the Cincinnati Bengals. 

For his career, Battaglia finished with a school record 171 receptions for 2,221 yards, a figure which places 
him second on the alltime list. His seven 100-yard plus receiving games is also a Rutgers record. 


ALL-AMERICAN ALEX KROLL 


The great Alex Kroll took a rather circuitous path on his way to Rutgers football stardom. The 6-2, 228-pound 
center excelled for two seasons at Yale before serving two years in the Army. After forming a friendship with 
41957 Scarlet co-captain Art Robinson at Fart Campbell, Kentucky, Kroll transferred to Rutgers. 

The Leechburg, PA, native immediately gained the notice of the Rutgers coaching staff with his physical 
prowess, an asset that was only overshadowed by his keen intellect. The captain of the undefeated 1961 team, 
Krall's senior biography in the 1961 Rutgers football media guide included the following anecdote: “his perform- 
ance and leadership in 1960 helped Rutgers to a season which surpassed even the most optimistic of the pre- 
views. He has size, speed, hustle, and an uncanny ability to call defenses best equipped to stap the enemy.” 

It is no small coincidence that, in his two years “On the Banks,” the Scarlet Knights amassed a 17-1 record. 

An AP first-team All-American in 1961, Krall, who was also a top-notch linebacker, was regarded as the finest 
center in the nation. A draft choice of the AFL's New York Titans, Kroll had a brief professional football career. 
However, his uncanny intelligence, leadership qualities and savvy, traits that he honed on the gridiron, have served 
him well in his lang and prosperous business career. 

A Henry Rutgers Scholar with a perfect grade-point average, Kroll served as the president and CEO of Young 
and Rubicam, the world's largest advertising company, and credits much of his success to his football days at 
Rutgers. 

Kroll was a member of the inaugural Rutgers Football Hall of Fame Class of 1988, and was also selected to 

the College Football Hall of Fame.

Class of 1992

in the nation. Following the 1992 campaign, the Tyrone, PA native was named First Team 
A\LECAC and All East [Second Tear) by the Associated Press. A year earlier, the 6-2, 280- 
pound Broadbent earned Second-Team All-BIG EAST honors in the conference's inaugural 
year. He aiso earned AllEast (First Team] honors fram the Associated Press, and AlLECAC 
honors in 1991. 


CLASS OF 2003 INDUCTEES 
Harry Swayne 
Class of 1990 
Swayne played for the Scarlet Knights from 1983-1986, and was a starting defensive 
tackle for three seasons. His best season came as a senior in 1986, when he registered 
51 tackles, five sacks, nine tackles for loss and three fumble recoveries. Swayne was 
taken in the ninth round of the 1987 NFL draft by the Tampa Bay Buccaneers and pro- 
ceeded to play 15 seasons in the NFL. He played with the Bucs (1987-80), Chargers 
[4991-96), Broncos (1997-98), Ravens (1999-2000) and Dolphins {2001}, He captured 
three Super Bowl rings [two with Denver, one with Baltimore] during his career and also 
won an AFC Championship with the Chargers, 
Dick Hale 
Class of 1944 
Hale was a long-time supporter of Rutgers Athletics and the building which houses the 
football locker rooms, athletic training room, coaches offices and strength and condition- 
ing facilities bears his name, He also served as an advisor to University President Richard 
L McCormick as a member of the Board of Overseers and was also a member of the 
President's Council executive committee. He received the George H. Cook Award in 1997, 
Cook College's highest alumni recognition for outstanding achievement and was inducted 
into the Rutgers Hall of Distinguished Alumni that same year. Hale, who pased away in 
2004, was also a veteran of two wars, serving in both World War il and the Korean War, 
receiving the Silver Star and two Bronze stars for bravery in combat. 


CLASS OF 2002 INDUCTEES 
Andrew “Abe” Sivess 
Class of 1949 
Sivess (BS. '49; MA., Education, '50} was a longtime member of the Rutgers University 
athletic department, serving on the athletic training staff from 1946 to 1984. He was 
appointed the head athletic trainer in 1965 and worked with the football program during 
the 1960's and 1970's, including the team's undefeated seasons in 1961 and 1976. As 
8 student-athlete at Rutgers, Sivess earned 10 varsity letters (two in football and four 
each in basketball and baseball), helping the basketball team to a 13-7 mark in 1945-46 
and the football team ta a combined 12-4 mark in 1945-46. A native of South River, he 
also served as the golf coach at Rutgers from 1973-1982, guiding the team to an unde- 
feated season in 1979. He was a Navy veteran of World War il. 
Shawn Williams 
Class of 1993 
Williams was an Al-BIG EAST as well as All-East {Associated Press) selection at outside 
linebacker follwing his senior season in 1992. A captain that year, Williams helped lead 
Rutgers to @ 7-4 record, including a 4-2 mark in BIG EAST play. He began his career in 
1988, and was in an 34 tackles, the most by a freshman that season. As a sophomore in 
1980, he was third on the team with 6O tackles, including a career-high 16 in a win over 
Army. In 19911, Williams was among the top linebackers in the East, registering 79 tack- 
les, second-best on the team, and leading the 8!G EAST with 13 sacks for minus 78 yards. 
As a senior, Williams capped his standout career with 69 tackles, giving him 242 in his 
career which, at the time of his graduation, ranked him among the top linebackers to ever 
play at Rutgers. His 24 career quarterback sacks rank fourth in school history. 


CLASS OF 2001 INDUCTEES 
Steve Tardy 
Class of 1990 
‘Steve Tardy arrived at Rutgers in the fall of 1985 after a standout scholastic career at 
nearby Hillsborough High School. Following a red-shirt season, he turned in @ productive 
and durable Scarlet Knight career from 1986-89. He was a standout guard on some of 


the finest offensive teams in Scarlet Knight history that were led at quarterback by fellow 
RU Football Hall of Fame member Scott Erney. Guiet and unassuming, the 6-5, 273-pound 
Tardy was a perfectionist both on the foatball field and in the classroom. He was a 1989 
AP Al- American [honorable mention], and earned AllEast honors fram 1987-89. Tardy 
won the David Bender Trophy in 1987 and 1988 as the team's tap offensive lineman, and 
in 1988 and 1989, he won the Upstream Award as the team's top student-athlete. A civil 
engineering major, his efforts were also recognized on the national level as he was a 
CoSIDA-GTE second-team Academic All-American in 1989 and a 1989 National Football 
Foundation and Hall of Fame Scholar-Athlete. 

Eric Young 

Class of 1989 

A standout receiver and special teams performer during his career, Eric Young was 
among the top offensive players in the East during his Rutgers career fram 1985-88. in 
four seasons, Young caught 109 passes for 1,380 yards and nine touchdowns. He gradu- 
ated as the third-leading receiver in school history and, at: the time of his induction, was 
seventh alltime, He led the Scarlet Knights in receiving yards as a junior with 364 yards 
and as a senior with 592, which was the fifth-highest total at the time of his graduation. 
On special teams, Young returned 64 punts, which served as the top mark at the time, He 
also graduated fourth on the all-time all-purpose yardage list with 2,928 and, at the time 
of time of his induction, ranked eighth. A two-time All-East selection as a wide receiver, 
Young was also a standout baseball player at Rutgers, earning all-conference honors on 
two occasions. Young moved on to professional baseball and broke into the Major 
Leagues in 1992 with the Los Angeles Dodgers. A National League All-Star in 1996, 
Young is the starting second baseman for the Milwaukee Brewers. 


CLASS OF 2000 INDUCTEES 
Albert Kosup 
Class of 1978 
Kosup came to Rutgers in 1973 from nearby J.P. Stevens High School in Edison, He was 
one of the top quarterbacks to ever play for Rutgers and was the starting signal-caller in one 
of the most successful eras in Scarlet Knight history. Kosup was at the controls during the 
“Perfect Season” of 1976 when Rutgers posted an unblemished 11-0 record and finished 
the year ranked No. 17 in the country. As a sophomore in 1974, he threw for over 1,000- 
yards and guided Rutgers to that season's NCAA high of 781 yards total offense (against 
Colgate). 
Francis “Peaches” Heanen 
Class of 1934 
Heenan was a three-year letterwinner for Rutgers (1931-33) and was an “ironman” offen- 
sive and defensive end in a time when Rutgers ran the ball 99% of the time. Heenan very 
rarely left the field and played virtually every minute of every game from 1931-33, Incredibly, 
he was on the field for ali 600 minutes of the 1932 season, A rugged 180-pounder, his 
teams were 18-9-3 during his three varsity seasons. A native of Perth Amboy, he prepped 
at St. Mary's High School, and later returned to coach at St. Mary's for four years after his 
pro career. 


CLASS OF 1999 INDUCTEE 
dim Guarantano 
Class of 1993 
Guarantano was a standout for Rutgers for 1989-92, and finished his career with 158 
catches, second on Rutgers all-time list. Guarantano was a two-time All-BIG EAST perfarmer 
for Rutgers. He was a first-team AI-BIG EAST selection in his senior year (1992) after haul- 
ing in 56 passes for 755 yards (13,5 yards per catch) and six tauchdowns. He was also a 
first team Al-East selection (Assaciated Press), and was a honorable mentian All-America 
selection by UPI following his outstanding senior campaign. Guarantano came to Rutgers 
after an outstanding scholastic career at Lodi High School.

Lawrence “Larry” Pitt 

Class of 1939 

In 1969, to commemorate the centennial of college football, Pitt literally “wrote the baak,” 
Putting the finishing touches on a highly-informative 163-page piece of work entitled Football 
at Rutgers, A History, 1869-1869. His passion for Rutgers University and its athletic teams 
is unparalleled and he was a noted speaker and historian far Rutgers football. A charter 
member of the Football Hall of Fame committee, Pitt was 4 varsity letterwinner in 150- 
pound fcotball and lacrosse.

Ken Smith 

Class of 1981 

Smith was a key performer on Frank Burns’ highly-successful teams from 1977-1980. 
Smith played an integra! role in helping the Scarlet Knights achieve a record of 32-13 and 
four winning seasons and played in the 1978 Garden State Bowl, Smith was one of the best 
defensive backs in school history, and consistency was his hallmark. Smith was a 1981 
First-team AP All-East selection and 1979 honorable mention AP All-East choice. 
Tyranne Stowe 

Class of 1987 

One of the most accamplished players in Rutgers history, Stowe was named AP All- 
American (HM) in 1985 and 1986. In addition, he was a 1stteam AP All-East choice as an 
inside linebacker in 1985 and 1986, a first team AIHECAC choice in 1986 and a 2nd team 
AP Al-East selection in 1984. Stowe was a two-time Homer Hazel Award winner as team 
MVP in 1985 and 1986 and was a 1986 Blue-Gray game participant. He holds the single 
game tackles mark with 27 vs. West Virginia in 1986 and is the Scarlet Knight career 
leader in tackles with 533. He also holds single season marks for total tackles (157 in 
1985), assisted tackles (81 in 1986) and is second in unassisted tackles (106 in 1985). 
Stowe played 10 seasons in the NFL. 

Charles Hoyt “Bus” Terrill 

Class of 1926 

Terrill was a four-year letterwinner (1921, 23-25) and helped lead teams to a 7-1-1 record 
in both 1923 and 1924, He was regarded as a dangerous punt and kickoff returner and a 
reliable punter and was named honorable mention New York Herald AllEast in 1923, and 
4st-Team New York Sun All-East in 1924, In 1929, he had 997 return yards and averaged 
more than 8 yards per carry (50 carries, 407 yards). 


CLASS OF 1997 INDUCTEES 
Anton “Tony” Hoeflinger 
Class of 1964 
An All-East ECAC 1st team member in 1963, he was the team captain that year and the 
recipient of the avid Bender trophy as the team's top lineman. He started in all but three 
games in his three-year career (27) and was a Williamson All-America, Hoeflinger advanced 
fram a fifth-string freshman fullback to become a starting right guard on the 1967 unde- 
feated team, Also a linebacker on defense, this history major’s speed was his best attribute 
on the playing field. 
Glen Kehler 
Class of 1979 
An AP AllEast (HM) selection in 1978 as a fullback, Kehler gained 2,567 rushing yards in 
his is career (the most by a AU fullback]. Kehler was a three-year starter, and helped lead 
Rutgers to a 28-6 mark aver that span. He was the team's leading rusher in 1976, 1977 
and 1978. He ranks fifth in career carries with 537, and averaged 4.8 yards per career in 
his career. This sturdy back had five 100-yard games in his career. Kehler was a star play- 
er at a vaunted Westfield High School program where his father, Gary, was the legendary 
coach. 
Kevin Kurdyla 
Class of 1981 
An Associated Press All€ast selection in 1978, 1979, and 1980, Kurdyla is one of only twa 
offensive linemen in the modern era to win three All-East accolades. In addition, he was an 
honorable mention Associated Press All-American in 1980, winner of the David Bender tro- 
phy in 1979 and 1980, and a four-year letterwinner. The Scarlet Knights were 32-13 in his 
time as a player. Following his career, he was a free agent for the NY Giants. He is a prod- 
uct of Newark East Side High School, where he garned all-county, all-city, and all-state hanors. 
Elnardo Webster 
Class of 1992 
A first-team AI-BIG EAST, AP AllEast and ECAC All-Star as an outside linebacker in 1991, 
Webster was also the Homer Hazel Award winner in 1991, the Bender Trophy winner 
[defense] in 1989 and 1990. He also earned honorable mention All-East honors from AP in 
1991. Webster was drafted by the Pittsburgh Steelers in the ninth round in 1992, and 
made the team before his career was ended with a knee injury. A co-captain in 1994, 
Webster led the team in tackles in 1990 and 1991. A four-year letterwinner, his hometown 
is Jersey City, where he played at St. Peter’s Prep. 
John “Mike” Wittpenn 
Glass of 1918 
A halfback and end who was characterized as an “outstandingly effective" player, Wittpenn 
continues to hold the interception return record of 99 yards against Stevens Institute in 
1915. He earned four letters from 1913-1916, served as an assistant coach in 1917, a 


volunteer assistant coach form 1918-20 and coached the freshmen team from 1925-27 
under Jack Wallace. A member of Harry Rockefeller’s varsity staff in the ate ‘20's and early 
“30's. A Rutgers Loyal Son recipent, he came to Rutgers from Newark Central HS. 


CLASS OF 1996 INDUCTEES 

Elmer “Toady” Bracher 

Class of 1918 
A halfback for his three years, Bracher also played baseball and basketball before the First 
World War cut short his career. The diminutive Bracher, at 5-5, 140-pounds totaled 11 
touchdowns in 1943. In 1915, he carried 183 times for 1,021 yards [for seven TDs), 
which stood as the Rutgers single season mark for S2 years until broken by Bryant Mitchell 
in 1968. That 1815 total still stands as the fifth-best single season and garnered him All- 
American mention. He held the school single-game rushing record which he set with 220 
yards against Stevens in 1915. 

Tim Odell 

Class of 1981 
An honorable mention All-American and first-team AP All-East pick in his record-setting sen- 
ipr season of 1980, Odell was also an honorable mention All€ast selection in 1979, In 
1980, he set a then school mark with 49 catches (for 718 yards). His 112 career recep- 
tions stands sixth-best on the all-time list and his 1,702 career receiving yards is fifth. At 
the finish of his career in 1980, he was the career leader in receptions and receiving yards. 
A four-year starter, the Summit, NJ native was The New Jersey Sports Writers 
Association's Amateur Athlete of the Year in 1980. 

Bill Pickel 

Class of 1983 

Pickel won four letters at Rutgers from 1979-82. He earned honcrable mention AP All- 
East honors in his junior year (1981), despite missing five games with a back injury, but still 
recorded 58 tackles and four sacks. The winner of the David Bender Trophy as the team's 
best lineman in 1982, the Cranin Trophy (most improved) in 1980 and the Touchdown Club 
Trophy in 1982, he ranks sixth in career sacks with 16 as well as 10th on the career unas- 
sisted tackles list with 160. A starter with the Raiders and Jets during his 13-year career, 
he is the awner of a Super Bowl championship ring with the Raiders in 1984. 

Earl Read 

Class of 1950 

Astalwart, starting offensive guard on the "Galden Era" teams, Read won three letters from 
1947-49. During that time the Knights compiled a sterling 21-6 record when he blocked 
and opened holes for the likes of Frank Burns, Herm Hering, Hervey Grimsley and Hank 
Pryor. During the 1947 season, Rutgers won eight games by a margin of over three touch- 
downs per contest, His speed and power earned him an AllEast selection by nationally- 
known writer Stanley Woodward. A Merchant Marine veteran and a native of Phillipsburg, 
he was captain of the 1949 Scarlet squad. 

Steve Simms 

Class of 1962 

A twottime honorable mention All-American, Simms was a first-team AI-ECAC selection 
in1960 and a first-team AP AllEast choice. He led the 1980 and 1951 teams in rushing. 
Described as the East’s best fullback in his senior year, his best asset was his power run- 
ning ability. He paced the 1960 team in scoring with six TOs, He scored the go-ahead 
tauchdown vs. Columbia to preserve the undefeated season in 1961. With 205 career 
rushes, he gained 1,240 career yards for an astaunding 6.0 yards per attempt.

Scott Erney 
Class of 1989 
The most prolific passer in Rutgers football history, Erney was an honorable mention AP All 
American in 1988. This Mechanicsburg, Pa., native was a three-time Hamer Hazel Award 
winner and a co-winner of the Leslie Coursen Award. Erney holds every Rutgers major pess- 
ing category record - yards {7,188} and campletions (614). He holds the school record with 
436 yards passing vs. Vanderbilt in 1988. He threw for more than 300 yards in a game 
on four occasions. He is also the single-season leader in attempts (374 in 1989}, comple 
tions {208 in 1989) and yards (2,536 in 1989).

dim Hughes 

Class of 1978 

A Verona, N.J., native, Hughes was an honorable mention AP All-American selection in 1976 
and was a first-team ECAC selection in 1976 and 1978. He was the co-captain of the team 
in 1977 and had 10 career interceptions for 222 yards. Hughes’ 113 tackles made him 
the leading tackler on the undefeated 1976 team and he added five interceptions [eighth- 
best single-season mark] for 133 yards. The 1976 Scarlet defense led the nation in total 
defense, rushing defense and scoring defense. He was named the ABC Defensive Player of 
the Game in the season-ending win over Colgate. 

John “By” O’Hearn 

Class of 1954 

OHearn was rated as one of the East's outstanding linemen. The sturdy 6-0, 210-pounder 
was an honorable mention AP All-American as a center in 1954, O'Hearn was a Collliers’ 
firstteam AllEast pick in 1954 and was the winner of the David Bender Trophy, emblemat- 
ic of the team's top lineman. He served as co-captain of the 1954 team and played three 
years at quard before switching to center as a senior. The Maplewood, NJ native was also 
a key cog in the Rutgers defense from his linebacker position and was regarded as a pow- 
erful, aggressive player. 

Kennan Startzell 

Class of 1980 

Areliable placekicker who combined great accuracy with tremendaus leg strength, Startzell 
parlayed these assets into becoming Rutgers’ all-time leading scorer with 261 career 
points. The Levittown, Pa., native is also the school's all-time leader in field goals with 46, His 
field goa! percentage of S90 (46-of-78) is sixth-best all-time. Startzell led the Scarlet Knights 
in scoring in 1976 and 1978 and was the Touchdown Trophy recipient in 1979, a year 
where he was named first-team AP AllEast. The four teams he played on posted a combined 
record of 36-9. 

John Toohey 

Class of 1915 

Tachey was an All-American defensive tackle in 1914, a season which saw him serve as cap- 
tain of the Rutgers team. Tochey played both offensive and defensive tackle and excelled on 
both sides of the line. He was selected to the Rutgers Athletic Hall af Fame by the 
Committee of Six. Toohey was named to the Rutgers All-Time Foatball Team in the 1940's 
along with fellow Rutgers Hall of Famer Bob Nash. 


CLASS OF 1994 INDUCTEES 
Alan Andrews 
Class of 1985 
Asecond-team AP All-American selection as a tight end in 1984 and a second-team AP All- 
East choice in 1983, his 106 career receptions were the eighth-best mark all-time. He also 
caught nine touchdown passes, which was tied far the 1 1th-best total in school history. His 
48 receptions in 1983 was tied for the ninth-best mark. A co-captain of the 1984 team, 
Andrews came to Rutgers as 8 quarterback and was also a fine punter. 
Larry Christoff 
Class of 1973 
An honorable mention All-American in 1972 as a tight end, he shared the Homer Hazel 
Award that year with “Jd” Jennings as team’s Most Valuable Player. He was a first-team AP 
AllEast selection in 1972, and hauled in 68 career passes, and snared eight touchdown 
passes in 7970. He also caught three touchdown passes vs. Holy Cross. He signed a free 
agent contract with the Baltimore Colts in 1973. 
Dan Gray 
Class of 1978 
A defensive tackle, Gray won the David Bender Traphy, emblematic of the team's top line- 
man, in 1977. He wes en integral member of the 1976 undefeated team. His 29 career 
quarterback sacks are second-best alltime and his 224 yards fost on those sacks is also 
second-best. He totaled 80 tackles in his senior season, including seven quarterback sacks. 
A durable performer, Gray started all 33 games over his last three seasons. 
Frank Kelley 
Class of 1919 
Kelley was a third-team Walter Camp All-American in 1918 and was an honorable mention 
choice on the mythical Rutgers Athletic Rail of Honor by the Committee of Six. He scored 
10 touchdowns in 1917, including four in one game. One of these scores was a six-year 
‘sneak through center in a tough, exciting 7-7 Neilson Field tie with West Virginia. He trans- 
ferred to Yale in 4920 but returned in 1921 to become an assistant coach at Rutgers 
under George Foster Sanford. 


Sam Mudie 

Class of 1962 

Mudie passed for 23 touchdowns in three seasons. He began his career as a single-~wing 
tailback for two years; he also punted and was the leading pass defender with six intercep- 
tions. Mudie was the Homer Hazel Award Winner in 1961, and was president of his junior 
class and president of Phi Gamma Delta. He was the 1962 Coursen Award winner and also 
served as co-captain of the 1961 lacrosse team. 

Henry Pryor 

Class of 1950 

Pryor was one of the top players in the late 1940's, the “Golden Era” of Rutgers football. He 
played and won a letter in 1946, left school for the 1947 season and returned to play in 
1948 and 1949. He entered Rutgers after serving two years in the Marines. He averaged 
6.1 yards and led the team with 340 yards in 1948. He ran back 24 punts and six kickoffs 
for total of 643 yards, averaging 21,3 yards on runbacks, and Jed team in scoring with 36, 
points. 

Lee Schneider 

Class of 1970 

A rugged linebacker, Schneider served as co-captain of the 1989 team and played in the 
famed Centennial Game vs. Princeton. He was a defensive mainstay for three years “On the 
Banks.” He was an honorable mention AP AllEast selection in 1969 and winner of the 1969 
Touchdown Trophy Award. He later played with the New York Giants and the New York 
Titans (later the Jets] of the AFL. An assistant coach at Rutgers from 1970 to 74, 
Schneider is currently the Dean of Students at Caok College.

Deron Cherry 
Class of 1980 
Asecond-team AP All-East selection in 1979 and 1980, a 1980 co-captain and the Homer 
Hazel Award winner as the team MVP in 1979, Cherry recorded nine career interceptions 
and punted for a record 39.4 career average. His 12-year career with the Kansas City 
Chiefs was highlighted by six Pra Bow! appearances, all as a starter. His commanding pres- 
ence made the Chiefs‘ secondary the NFL's top unit. The Palmyra native received the Byron 
White Humanitarian Award for his distinguished service to his team, community and coun- 
try. 
Harvey Grimsley 
Class of 1950 
The leading scorer with 168 points far four varsity seasons during the “Galden Era” between 
1946 and 1949, Grimsley tallied eight touchdowns in three of his four seasons, when the 
Scarlet Knights posted a 28-8 record, In 1947, the 26-year ald Army veteran averaged 
over five yards per carry and scored 48 points for the third time in an outstanding career, 
He capped his career by racing 63 yards in characteristic fashion for a touchdown against 
Fordham in his final contest. He scored two or more touchdowns in a game 11 times, and 
had 28 touchdowns for his career. 
Ed McMichael 
Class of 1980 
McMichael was a second-team AP All-East selection in 1980 after receiving honorable men- 
tion AllEast honars in 1979. He engineered the stunning 1979 victory over Tennessee and 
established new passing marks in a two-year career. Also at the heim in the 1980 thriller 
against Alabarna, McMichael passed for 3,584 yards and completed 292 passes for 61.6 
completion percentage. A 1980 squad captain, he threw for 20 career touchdowns, four 
of which came in the 1980 Princeton game, the last scheduled against the Tigers. He also 
played briefly for the New Jersey Generals in the USFL.. 
Sam Picketts 
Class of 1972 
Atri-captain of the 1971, Scarlet Knights, Picketts won first-team ECAC finebacking honors 
in 1970 and 1977, along with second-team AP notice that year. The Homer Hazel Trophy 
winner in 1971, he was a prototype of the modern linebacker and he made the width of the 
field his province. He recorded seven career interceptions and led the team with five in 
1971. He returned a theft S4 yards for a score against Harvard and also blocked @ punt: 
for a safety in a 9-0 victory over Lehigh in 1970. 
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John Powers 

Equipment Manager (1931-75) 

Powers enjoyed a Rutgers career that encompassed four athletic directors and eight head 
football coaches. Considered “an institution of the University” by the Division of 
Intercollegiate Athletics, he was a one-man staff proud of the services he warmly provided 
to thousands of athletes. His close relationships with coaches and players and his continu- 
ing interest in Scarlet Knight football endeared him to all as a gentle man in all respects. 
Arnold “Arnie” Truex 

Class of 1936 

Anhonorable mention All-American and an All-€ast selection in 1934 as a triple-threat tail- 
back, he went on to a remarkable 39-year teaching and coaching career in New Jersey. One 
of the nation's top punters and field goa! experts during his playing career, Truex pasted a 
137-51-6 scholastic coaching record with six undefeated seasons and six state and confer- 
ence titles. Co-founder of the Shore Conference, he also coached basketball, profoundly 
influencing thousands of students and athletes. 


CLASS OF 1992 INDUCTEES 
John Alexander 
Class of 1977 
Alexander achieved honorable mention AilAmerica honors in 1975. A first-team AllEast 
selection in 1976, he teamed with Hall of Famer Nate Toran to head a Scarlet defense 
which was first in the nation in rushing defense, total defense and scoring defense. 
Alexander played on tears that amassed a 33-10-1 record, including the 11-0 mark in 
4976, He was drafted by the Miami Dolphins, but he had a short-lived professional career 
due to injuries. 


Jack Emmer 

Class of 1967 

Emmer once held the gare, seasan and career records for receptions at Rutgers and his 
237 receiving yards in the 1966 Holy Cross game remains a Rutgers record. Emmer, 
recently retired as the lacrosse coach at Army, was 8 second-team lacrosse AllAmerican 
in 1967 and was an All-East selection in football, as well as the team captain and MVP in 
1968, 

Dr, Joel Fertig 

Team Dentist for 45 Years 

A fixture on the Rutgers athletic scene for nearly a half-century, Fertig entered the Hall of 
Fame for his impact on the program. A Mississippi State graduate, he is credited with being 
the first dentist in the East to intraduce mouthpieces to high school athletes, He endowed 
a foatball scholarship and was a past president of the Touchdown Club. 

Herman Hering 

Class of 1950 

Hering led the Scarlet Knight rushers in 1946 and 1947, a period known as the "Golden 
Era” of Rutgers football. He gained 510 and 528 yards in back-to-back seasons and was 
named an honorable mention All-East tailback in 1947, His 80 points in 1946 ranked third- 
best in the East ahead of bath of Army's Mr. Inside and Mr. Outside tandem of Glenn Davis 
and Doc Blanchard. A four-year letterwinner as a baseball outfielder, he won 11 games es 
@ pitcher, including two victaries in the 1950 College World Series. 

Dino Mangiero 

Class of 1980 

Mangjero co-captained the 1979 Scarlet squad and was a key force in the celebrated vic- 
tory at Tennessee that season. A third-team Associated Press AllAmerican and a first- 
team All-East pick, Mangiero contributed 288 career tackles and 26 quarterback sacks, fig- 
ures that rank eighth and third, respectively, on the all-time lists. He went on ta play with four 
NFL teams in Kansas City, Seattle, San Francisco and New England. 

Bryant Mitchell 

Class of 1969 

Mitchell led Rutgers in rushing and scoring for three consecutive seasons and gained 2,288 
career rushing yards, running 495 times, scoring 21 touchdowns and scoring 132 paints, 
all marks still among the top 10 in Scarlet history. A first-team AP Al-East selection in 
4968, he was the Homer Haze! Trophy winner as a senior. In 1968, Mitchell gained over 
100 yards in nine of 10 games, averaging an even five yards a carry and completing his 
career with a 4.6-yard average. 

Leon Root 

Class of 1951 

The recipient of the David Bender Trophy twice as the team's leading lineman, Root was 
named the senior athlete of the year in 1950 and was presented with the Donald Leslie 


Coursen Award. An honorable mention AilEast selection in 1950, Root played in the 1950 
North-South Shrine game. Considered one of the nation’s top centers after beginning his 
career as a running back, Root was also a top-natch linebacker. He served as president of 
the Class of 1950 and captained the 1950 squad. 

Ed Steward 

Class of 1981 

Steward was an AP honorable mention Ai-American and a firstteam AllEast pick in 1978. 
as a middle guard. A veteran of Desert Storm, he had two key interceptions in the victory 
over Tennessee in 1979 and also had 15 tackles in the Garden State Bow! game against 
Arizona State in 1878. In his three seasons, Rutgers posted a 25-3 record as he can- 
tributed 222 career tackles and 13 quarterback sacks. 

Walter Winika 

Class of 1936 

He was considered one of the East's top ends during the 1930's and was a member of the 
alltime All-Autgers foothall team which was selected in 1940, He scored the only touch- 
down allowed by the celebrated 1933 Princeton team and was credited with winning, virtu- 
ally single-handedly, the Boston University geme in 1935, Compared often to Paul Robeson, 
Winika was killed in a plane crash at Trinidad in 1942, the first varsity athlete from Rutgers 
to perish in World War Il. 


CLASS OF 1991 INDUCTEES 
Andrew Baker 
Class of 1984 
Known as “Shake and Bake,” the Trenton native graduated as the all-time record holder for 
reception yardage (2,268) and receptions {127). Baker, an Associated Press Honorable 
Mention All-American and first-team AllEast selection in 1984, received the Homer Hazel 
Trophy as the team’s mast valuable player that year. His 857 receiving yards in 1983 was: 
second all-time in a season. Baker was known for the acrobatic, leaping catches that he rou- 
tinely made. 


John Bateman 

Head Coach (1960-72) 

Bateman directed the Scarlet Knights to an 8-1 record in his first season and followed that 
with an unblemished 8-0 mark in 1961, the first undefeated season for Rutgers. In his 13 
seasons as head coach, Rutgers posted a mark of 73-51. Fandly known as “Dr. John,” 
Bateman had a storied caaching career, which was highlighted also by the 1969 Centennial 
Game victory over Princeton. 

Philip Brett 

Class of 1892 

Brett captained the 1892 Rutgers team and later served as acting president of the 
University in 1930-31. A longtime Trustee, he was, at one time, identified as the author of 
the famous statement, “I'd die for dear old Rutgers.” Brett embraced the University and was 
singularly influential in major decisions made by the State University. 

Al Garrett 

Class of 1919 

Garrett captained the 1919 Rutgers squad and starred at several positions on bath offense 
and defense. Tabbed a “human bullet” by his coach, George Foster Sanford, Garrett was 2 
third-team Walter Camp AllAmerican in 1916. He later played and coached at the profes- 
sional level and taught at Rutgers-Newark for 20 years while also gaining fame as an Official. 
William “Bucky” Hatchett 

President of the Class of 1950 

Hatchet established records in football, basketball and track and is considered one of 
Rutgers’ greatest all-around athletes. The first basketball player to score aver 4,000 points 
and a record-setter in the high hurdles and the high jump, Hatchett shared the record with 
three touchdown receptions in a game for more than 4D years. He was inducted into the 
Rutgers Basketball Hall of Fame in 1994. 

Mike Kushinka 

Class of 1949 

Kushinka was the first recipient of the David Sender Trophy, as the tap lineman on the 1848 
squad. An All£ast selection in 1947, he played on teams that combined for a 22-5 record 
during his successful career. He and his family have close ties to Rutgers. His wife has a 
Rutgers doctorate and two daughters have master's degrees from the State University.

Mike Stang 

Athletic Trainer for 33 Years 

Stang was revered for his concern for the athletes under his care. Stang coached baseball 
at St. Peter's High Schoo! and was also a highly-respected and well-known official for many 
years. Retiring in 1866, he was twice given testimonial dinners attended by hosts of former 
Rutgers athletes. 

Vinnie Utz 

Class of 1942 

Utz captained the 1941 Rutgers squad and was an honorable mention All-American that 
season, when he led Rutgers in rushing and keyed a 7-2 season. One of the most colorful 
of Rutgers athletes, “The Wizard of Utz” was also a member of the 7-1-1 team in 1989, A 
decorated war hero, he remained a flamboyant follower of Rutgers football during his pro- 
fessional career at Johnson & Johnson. 

Bruce Van Ness 

Class of 1970 

Van Ness was the ECAC Football Sophomore of the Year in 1987 and played sensationally 
at five different positions for the Scarlet Knights. He accounted for 2,216 all-purpose yards 
during his collegiate career, which was capped by his selection as the most valuable player 
in the 1969 North-South All-Star game. Van Ness, now living in Rumson, was named Rookie 
of the Year in the Canadian Football League in 1970 and enjoyed an outstanding career with 
the Montreal Alouettes. 


CLASS OF 1990 INDUCTEES 

Thomas Turner Barr 

Class of 1913 

Judged tao small to play football at Rutgers after a tryout as a freshman, he became a man- 

ager of the team as a senior in 1913, Upon his death in 1949, Barr bequeathed much of 

his estate to Rutgers. The fortune was held in trust for his wife with the stipulation that, upon 
her death, the money would go to the university ta provide football scholarships. Mrs. Barr 
died in 1966. In 1967, the first Barr scholarships were awarded to four student-athletes - 

Murray Bakst, Steve Ferrughelli, Leo Smith and Kevin O'Connor. 

David T. Bender 

Class of 1925 

A native of Bethlehem, PA, Bender entered Rutgers in 1921 and played four years of football 

and lacrosse. He was a tackle and center on the famed 1923 and 1924 squads, which post- 

ed identical 7-1-1 records. He received All-America recognition in lacrosse in 1924. He later 
became an assistant coach at Rutgers under both Harry Rockafeller and Harvey Harman, The 

David Bender Trophy has been awarded each year since 1947 to the squad's tap offensive and 

defensive linemen. 

John DeWitt 

Class of 1886 

DeWitt captained the 1884 football squad and earned seven letters in two periods of play. The 
New Brunswick native played on teams between 1883 and 1886, and, returning from railroad 
work in lowa to become a mathematics instructor and an assistant in English composition, 
playing again between 1889 and 1891. DeWitt gained fame as a runner and dropkicker and 
starred in the first game on Neilson Field in 1891. 
dames Dumont 
Class of 1984 
Athird-team All-American linebacker in 1983, he was a co-captain of the 1983 Rutgers foot- 
bail team and received AP first-team AllEast honors in 1982 and 1983 after receiving honor 
able mention AllEast recagnition in 1981. He was en honorable mention All-American in 1982. 
His career produced 405 tackles, a Rutgers record until broken by Tyrone Stowe in 1988. 
Drafted by the Cleveland Browns in 1984, Dumont played in 17 games for the Browns that 
year and then with the New Jersey Generals of the USFL in 1985. 

Harvey J. Harman 
Head Coach (1938-41, 46-55) 

A native of Selingsgrove, PA, Harman was a four-year starter as a tackle for Pittsburgh (Class. 
of 1922) teams under Glenn "Pop" Warner. He arrived at Rutgers in 1938 and produced a 
25,7-1 record in his first four seasons before receiving a commission as a lieutenant com- 
mander in the US. Nevel Reserve and serving in several sea campaigns in the Far East. 
Harmen returned to Rutgers in 1845 as head foctball coach and, in the next 10 seasons, post- 
ed a 48-37-1 mark. Overall, his record for 14 seasons at Rutgers was 7344-2, 


Edward Jones 
Class of 1975 
The Middletown {NJ} HS graduate still shares the Rutgers all-time interception recard with 
414. A co-captain of the 1974 squad, Jones was an AP Honorable Mention AilEast selec- 
tion in 1972 and and a second-team AP All€ast choice in 1973. He led the Scarlet squad 
with seven interceptions in 1974 and was drafted by the Dallas Cowboys in the ninth round 
in 1975. He started at strong safety far the Buffalo Bills in 1975 and continued his brilliant 
career in the CFL with the Edmonton Eskimos and the British Calumbia Lions from 1976 
until 1885, He led the league with 11 interceptions in 1980. 
James F, Monahan 
Class of 1952 
“Mighty Mo,” who was named to the firstteam AllEast squad in 1951 by Collier's Magazine 
and by the American Factball Coaches Association, captained the 1951 Rutgers team and 
was the squad's leading rusher in 1950 and 1951. His 81-yard run against Temple in 
1951 remains the longest run from scrimmage in Rutgers football history. The West 
Haven, CT, native earned three letters in baseball and helped Rutgers post a 17-5 recard in 
1950, when the diamond squad won the District 2 title and finished as co-runner-up in the 
NCAA Tournament. 
Richard F. Policastro 
Class of 1970 
A first-team All-East selection in 1969, he tossed 14 touchdown passes that season and led 
Rutgers to a 29-0 victory over Princeton in the nationally-televised Centennial Game, cele- 
brating the 100th anniversery of football. A year earlier, in his first season after transfer- 
ring from VMI, Policastro established six passing marks - 15 touchdown passes, 994 yards, 
four TO passes in a game, 17 completions and 30 pass attempts in a game, and 309 yards 
ina game. In 1969, the Highland Park native threw a record five TD passes against Colgate. 
Robert Simms 
Class of 1960 
Simms led the Scarlet Knights in reception yardage for three consecutive seasons, gaining 
180, 468 and 345 yards for the years between 1957 and 1959. in 1958, Simms. caught 
a single-season record nine tauchdown passes and was second on the charts with 13 for 
his career. His 64 points in 1958 ranked 10th in the nation. A first-team All-East selection 
that year, Simms was a ninth-round draft choice of the New York Giants as well as a fourth 
round chaice of Houston of the AFL, in 1960. 
William Tranavitch 
Class of 1940 
Known as “Big Train,” the Norwood, Mass,, native captained the 1939 Rutgers team and 
was the nation’s third-leading scorer with 90 points thet year. He was the author of numer 
Gus memorable performances and in the Rutgers Stadium Dedicatian Game in 1938, scor- 
ing the first Rutgers touchdown in the celebrated 20-18 victory over Princeton. The Knights 
went on to post a 7-1 record, the best-ever at that point in Rutgers football history,

Henry Benkert. 
Class of 1925 
A consensus newspaper All-American in 1924, "Heinie” led the East in scoring with 100 
points. Also 2 second-team AilAmerican in lacrosse, Benkert gained 2,124 yards during his 
career, which was the sixth-best figure in Rutgers history. He served on the Rutgers football 
staff between 1944 and 1949 and played professionally with the New York Giants and three 
other pro teams, 
Frank Burns 
Class of 1949 
The winningest coach in Rutgers football history, “Flinging Frank” quarterbacked the Scarlet 
Knights to a four-year, 27-7 record in the late forties. An honorable mention All-American, 
he was named the MVP of the 1949 College All-Star game, amassing 17 tackles as a line- 
backer against the New York Giants. As head coach between 1973 and 1983, he record- 
ed @ masterful 78-42-1 mark. 
Dr, Hyman B. Copleman 
Class of 1929 
“Copey" gained the respect and admiration of thousands of Rutgers athletes in his SO years 
as team physician. One of the nation’s most highly-decorated physicians of World War Il, 
the humanitarian and philanthropist became known as the Dean of Sports Medicine in New 
Jersey. “Copey” received the Rutgers Medal and the Loyal Son of Rutgers Medal and estab- 
lished the Copleman Scholarship Fund for scholar-athletes majoring in the biological sci- 
ences and pre-medical studies. 
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John “Jack” Grossman 

Class of 1932 

A prototype triple-threat tailback, Grossman received honorable mention All-American 
recognition in 1931 and went an to play with the Brooklyn Dodgers of the NFL for four sea- 
sons. He also played professional baseball and soccer in Latin America. Grossman cap- 
tained the 1931 Rutgers squad. 

dames “JJ” Jennings 

Class of 1975 

This crunching runner led the nation in scaring in 1973, tallying 128 points, earning Ail- 
America honors and establishing Rutgers records with 2,935 career yards, 605 attempts 
and 33 touchdowns. He also owns the single-garne marks of 40 attempts, and held the 
record of 230 yards for nearly 20 years. A resident of Holyoke, MA, Jennings, who played 
professionally with the Memphis Southmen and the Philadelphia Bell of the World Football 
League, was the league's Rookie of the Year in 1974, 

William T. Leggett 

Class of 1872 

Leggett served as captain of the first Rutgers football team. While many of the Rutgers and 
Princeton players were socializing before the inaugural game on November 6, 1869, 
Leggett and the Princeton captain, William S. Gummere, developed the afternoon's rules of 
play. Under Leggett's leadership and tactical guidance, the Scarlet eked out a 6-4 victory. 
Leggett later became a distinguished clergyman of the Dutch Reformed Church. 

Harry Rockafeller, Class of 1916 

Head Coach (1927-30, 42-45) / Director of Athletics (1953-61) 
“Rocky” recorded a 33-26 overall mark. One of the founders of the Eastern Intercollegiate 
Lightweight Football League, he caached the 150-pounders between 1933 and 1937, post- 
ing a 22-3-1 record. Associated with the university in various capacities for nearly 40 years, 
the 1915 AllAmerican end served as director of athletics between 1953 and 1961. He is 
a member of the National College Football Hall of Fame, 

George Foster Sanford 

Head Coach (1913-23) 

Sanford was elected to the National Football Foundation Hall of Fame in 1971. A legend for 
his innovations and strategies, he also coached at Calumbia at the turn of the century and 
is remembered with a plaque at Rutgers Stadium far his lasting influence on the character 
of his players. Fram 1913-1923, he led Rutgers to a fine 56-32-5 record. This period is 
recognized in Rutgers sports lore as the “Sanford Era.” 

Howard Parker Talman 

Class of 1916 

"Tal" captained the 1915 Rutgers squad and scored a single-game record of 48 points an 
six touchdowns and 12 extra points against API. That season, he scored 138 total pints, 
at the time, a Scarlet record. On various All-America tearns, Talman was recognized as a 
guard in 1913, as a halfback in 1914, and as a fullback in 1915, The versatile athlete 
played professionally for the Detroit Heralds and the Massillon Tigers. 


CLASS OF 1988 INDUCTEES 
William W. Austin 
Class of 1959 
A first-team All-American in 1958, Austin, though diminutive at 5-11, 770, amassed 2,073 
yards and scored 204 points as he led the Scarlet in rushing for three years fram his sin- 
gle-wing tailback spot, His 32 touchdowns ranked second amang the all-time scorers and 
he had 13 interceptions. Austin was also a two-time honorable mention lacrosse All- 
American at Rutgers. 
Homer H. Hazel 
Class of 1925 
Hazel was elected to the National Football Hail of Fame in 1951. He won All-America hon- 
ors in 1929 as an end and repeated in 1924 as a fullback. The father of three children, 
“Pop” was an honar society member, President of his class and performed Bunyan-esque 
feats on the field. Hazel was elected pasthumously and the Rutgers Team MVP is named in 
his honor. 
Alexander Kroll 
Class of 1962 
An All-American at center and linebacker in 1961, Kral! led the Scarlet ta its first undefeat- 
ed season in 1961 (9-0) and spearheaded a two-season mark of 17-1. He was known for 
his smarts, toughness and savy in the trenches. A Henry Rutgers Scholar with a perfect 
grade-point average, Kroll was the president and CEO of Young and Rubicam, the worid's 
largest advertising agency. 


George E. Little 

Director of Athletics (1932-53) 

Little was inducted into the coaching ranks of the National Football Hall of Fame in 1955. 
He coached at four colleges, including Michigan and Wisconsin, before coming ta Rutgers 
where he was the dynamic force in the construction of the original Rutgers Stadium. Little 
was elected posthumously. 

Robert A. Nash 

Class of 1916 

Known as “Nasty,” Nash was named to Walter Camp's 1914 second-team All-America list 
during his junior season and went on to a superb, 10-year professional career. In 1921, he 
was traded by Akran to Buffalo in the first such NFL transaction and later had the distinc: 
tion of being the first captain of the New York Giants in 1925. Nash was elected posthu- 
moustly. 

William Pellington 

Class of 1952 

A versatile player for the Scarlet for two years, Pellington earned major acclaim as a 12- 
year member of the Baltimore Colts. Pellingtan was the Colts’ starting inside linebacker in 
the famous 1958 NFL Championship game, which saw Baltimore defeat the Giants in over- 
time at Yankee Stadium. Also a member of the 1959 World Champion Colt squad, he 
played through the 1964 season, when the Colts again went to the title game, however, los- 
ing to Cleveland. 

Paul L. Robeson 

Class of 1919 

A 12:time letterwinner at Rutgers, Robeson was chosen an All-American in 1918 by Walter 
Camp, who called him the greatest end to “ever trad the gridiron." The second-highest rank- 
ing student in his graduating class, he was the first Rutgers player chosen a first-team All- 
American, After receiving a law degree from Columbia, Robeson went on to become a world 
reknown singer, athlete and social leader. 

Nathaniel Toran 

Class of 1977 

Athird-team All-American in 1975, Toran was a second team choice in 1976 and a Kodak 
firstteam All-American when he led the Scarlet to an undefeated season. He captained a 
defensive unit that topped the nation in three defensive categories and his 52 sacks in three 
seasons is still a school record, 

David A. “Sonny” Werblin 

Class of 1931 

The farmer president of the Rutgers Foundation, Werblin launched his business career as 
a freelance newspaper reporter while still a student and went on to become president of the 
Music Corporation of America from 1952 until 1965, After serving as president of the 
New York Jets until 1968, he was the guiding light of the New Jersey Sports and Exposition 
Authority for seven years and then took over the leadership of Madison Square Garden in 
1978. 
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The following excerpt came from the game program of the first 
game played in the New Rutgers Stadium, on September 3, 1994. 
Written by former Sports Information Director Bob Smith, this 
story chronicles the history of Rutgers Football and the stadium{s} 
it called home. 


Far removed from midwestern corn fields where Hollywood creat- 
ed a baseball dream, Rutgers realized a football dream when the new 
Rutgers Stadium opened for the 1994 season. 

The completion of the stadium, expanded to accommodate 
41,500 fans, coincided neatly with the celebration of the 125th year 
of the game which, Rutgers and Princeton inaugurated in 1869. 

The new stadium, financed by a New Jersey Sports and 
Exposition Authority bond issue proposal, which was approved by the 
legislature and then Governor Jim Florio in January of 1992, was 
kicked off officially on March 9, 1993. 

The historic groundbreaking ceremony drew over 500 as a host 
of state dignitaries spoke glowingly of the meaning for the University 
and the state. The stadium project would include expansion to nearly 
42,000 seats with all the amenities of a first-class facility. Permanent 
lights, lit to a level of 150 foot-candles, will make possible night games 
and television broadcast. A two-tiered press box seats over 200. The 
main concourse includes eight concession stands and the stadium will 
be equipped with a state-of-the-art sound system. A huge, new score- 
board tawers over the south endzone. 


AT THE GROUNDBREAKING CEREMONY, 
THEN-GOVERNOR JIM FLORIO SAID "THERE IS 
NO DOUBT THAT WHAT IS GOOD FOR RUTGERS 
IS GOOD FOR NEW JERSEY." 


Rutgers president Francis L. Lawrence noted that "this grand ald 
stadium..has been of great service to the people of New Jersey and 
this new project will provide 800 jobs in New Jersey. New Jersey is a 
great state that deserves the best in every aspect, in every area, 
including athletics." Athletic Director Fred Gruninger called the event 
28 “real happening." 

One hundred and twenty-five years ago on November 6, 1869, 
Rutgers and Princeton played the first intercollegiate football game in 
New Brunswick on College Field, which is now the site of the College 
Avenue Gymnasium and its parking lot. And, while Rutgers won that 
initial contest, 6-4, Princeton would dominate the early days of this 
intrastate rivalry. 

The Tigers won the second game at home a week later and went 
on to win the next 24 games through 1897, holding the Scarlet

Knights scoreless in 22 of the 25 victories. Getting tagether again in 
1911, Princeton added five more wins before the series lapsed in 
1915. A leap of 18 years, a tumultuous time in this country's history, 
elapsed before the next meeting, but the pattern did not change as 
Princeton took the 1933, 1935, 1936 and 1937 games, all on its 
home grounds, as were all but six of the 34 games, 

Those six games had been played at the site of the original game, 
College Field, where contests were staged through 1891, after which 
Neilson Field became the home of the Scarlet until 1938. 

The stage was set for "the game that would live forever" {accord- 
ing to Jimmie Fleming, sports editor of the New Brunswick Home 
News) and a game that a New York news commentator rated one of 
the four principal historical events of 1938, along with the dismem- 
berment of Czechoslovakia, the Munich agreement and the wars in 
China and Spain. But, the story began a few years earlier, 

Through the presidency of John Martin Thomas (1 925-30) and 
the brief 18-month tenure of Philip Milledoler Brett, Rutgers experi- 
enced a severe identity crisis, "For a quarter of a century," wrote his- 
torian Richard P. McCormick, "Rutgers had been in the throes of 
transformation from a small college to a multi-dimensional university, 
fram an essentially private institution to an instrumentality of the 
state." That drama would continue even while the athletic picture 
began to improve. It would play itself out against a background gener- 
ally called the Great Depression. 


ROBERT C. CLOTHIER WAS NAMED PRESI-

Both saw that the effectiveness of the instruction in physical edu- 
cation was being seriously hampered by lack of space and deteriorat- 
ing facilities. Neilson Field, the football home site that had replaced 
College Field and the hame of the Rutgers football since 1892, was in 
disrepair. Though indoor facilities were sufficient (College Avenue 
Gymnasium was completed in January 1932 and held athletic con- 
tests as well as a concert by Paul Robeson ('19) but if the overall pro- 
gram was to be strengthened, space had to be found. 

Feeling that the University had weathered the initial phases of the 
Depression, Clothier dispatched Little on a survey of suitable land and 
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an November 7, 1934, the determined athletic director recommend- 
ed the purchase of a tract of land covering 256 acres across the 
Raritan River that included the disbanded New Brunswick Country 
Club golf course and the Adrian Vermeule properties. The Board of 
Trustees, noting that it was a daring move, nevertheless adopted the 
proposal and bought the land for less than $100,000. 

Though the stadium area, a natural ravine, was included in the 
purchase, the original proposal did not include construction of a stadi- 
um. The development of the area would provide recreational areas 
‘or students and considerable acreage for future needs. The Federal 
government approved an initial grant of $320,000 on November 13, 
1935, and work men began the enormous job of developing the River 
Road campus. The project was to carry a cost of $418,514 with the 
University contributing $98,390. it would provide work for 8387 work- 
ers for one year. 

A year later, November, 1936, a second Works Progress 
Administration grant of $143,841 was approved with Rutgers adding 
$107,530. In January, 1938, an additional grant of $237,000 was 
made by the WPA which brought the total of the three grants to 
$995,707 while Rutgers had appropriated $239,000, including the 
cost of the site. 

All this played out against the background of the Depression. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's Second New Deal had created the Works 
Progress Administration, a massive relief program that derived from 
the administration's belief that "human dignity was diminished under 
direct relief programs but enriched by pragrams that provided work in 
exchange for relief." 

Though controversial, the WPA program was far more compre- 
hensive than earlier relief efforts. The program would spend more 
than $411 billion before it was canceled in 1943. According to histo- 
rian Edward Ellis, the WPA, employing more than 8.5 millian peaple on 
nearly a million and a half projects, "built 651,087 miles of highways, 
roads and streets; constructed, repaired or improved 124,031 
bridges; erected 124,110 public buildings; created 8,192 public 
parks; built or improved 853 airports." 

The “big mud hole," after three years of construction and an even 
longer period of research and planning, was a transformed marvel. 
The Class of 1939, dubbed "The Stadium Class," would honor Little by 
dedicating its yearbook ta him. The dedication reads, in part, “We 
acclaim all that George Little has done - Sponsored large-scale intra- 
murals ta provide ‘athletics for all’ - conceived and developed a vast. 
athletic plant...traveled, dreamed, and fought for Rutgers...thoughtful, 
creative, impulsive, dynamic, generous - bubbling over with ideas and 
enthusiasm - unflagging in labor and effort - a champion of progress." 
A plaque in Little's honor would later adorn the stadium entrance 
beneath the press box. 

The 1938 season would open not only with a new stadium but 
also with a new coach. Upon the resignation of J. Wilder Tasker, who 
had been the head coach since 1931, Harvey Harman took aver the 
reins. Arriving from the University of Pennsylvania, one of his first 
efforts, in concert with President Clothier and athletic director Little, 
was to have Princeton agree to shift the game from Palmer Stadium. 
The Tigers had not visited the Rutgers campus since 1888 and a 
span of 17 games, but they agreed to make the short trip on 
November 5, the seventh game of the season for the Scarlet. 

The Rutgers-Princeton clash would come one day short of the 69 
years since the historic first intercollegiate game between the teams. 
It would fall also on Harman's 38th birthday. 


Rutgers opened the season with four games on Neilson Field 
defeating Marietta (20-0) and Vermont (15-14) before losing to NYU 
[25-5] and then edging Springfield, 6-0. The first game in the new sta- 
dium was against Hampden-Sydney before an estimated crowd of 
10,000. Rutgers took an early 7-0 lead on a Burt Hasbrouck two- 
yard run and Len Cooke added the extra point for the first scores in 
the stadium. The game's most exciting play came after the Scarlet 
took a 26-0 halftime lead. Art Gottlieb hit Maon Mullen on a short 
pass at the Rutgers 43-yard line and the senior end raced 57 yards 
for the game's final score. A Hampden-Sydney threat was turned 
away on a Gottlieb interception in the Scarlet end zone at the end of 
the third period and the final score was Rutgers 32, Hampden-Sydney 
0. 

At halftime of the Dedication game, Judge George H. Lane, the 
sole Rutgers survivor of the first contest in 1869, would be honored. 
Qn a sad note, William Preston Lane, the only Princeton survivor of 
the first game, passed away that very morning. 

The first-half play, before a crowd of 22,500, had been as mas- 
terful as the words. But, in the halftime dressing room, the Scarlet 
squad, at an 18-13 deficit, wondered if the 69-year-old jinx would con- 
tinue to hald. One writer's account of the game imagined that "Over 
them hung the most grotesque hoodoo in the history of football.” 

Down 18-7, Rutgers stormed back as Herm Greif, who had 
worked on the WPA crew three years before, replaced Gottlieb and 
quickly completed a pass to Joe Varju who was tackled at the 
Princeton one-yard line with just 59 seconds remaining in the half. 
After three passes, Greif ran for the score to bring the Scarlet to 
within five points at halftime. 

The day deserved a storybook ending and that was to follow. 
Princeton penetrated to the Rutgers 15-yard line in the third period 
but the drive was stopped by the Scarlet. The game's galden moment 
came with five minutes remaining. Rutgers center Doug Hotchkiss 
recovered a Princeton fumble at the Tiger 12. But, in two plays, 
Rutgers had lost 10 yards. Gottlieb and Tranavitch cambined on a 
nine-yard pass completion and, on fourth down, Gottlieb found Mullen 
at the goal line for the go-ahead score. The extra point by Walt 
Bruyere was good, Rutgers had taken a 20-18 lead. 

The ensuing Princeton possession saw the Tigers take to the air, 
but Mullen shut down the drive at the Rutgers 30 with an intercep- 
tion. That left time for only a last line plunge and the game was over, 
the hex was gone. Rutgers had defeated Princeton for the first time 
in 69 years. 
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The 1938 Dedication game was certainly of storybook stature, 
but there have been many more that rival that first contest. 

None more so, perhaps, than that on another Princeton visit. 
Never has there been such preparation for a game in Rutgers 
Stadium that there was for the Centennial contest in 1969. All the 
elements of great sports drama were there - proclamations were 
issued; a special commemorative stamp was issued; a re-enactment 
of the first game drew 10,000 fans; pennants from some 350 foot- 
ball-playing colleges waved above the stands; an unscheduled protest 
march by Afro-Americans; introductions of celebrities, including the 


THE GARDEN 


Prior to the Garden State Bowl, there had been only a few attempts to 
stage a post-season bowl game in the Northeast because of unpre- 
dictable weather conditions in mid- or late-December, The Liberty Bowl 
was started in 1960 in Philadelphia and was staged there through 1964, 
then moved indoors in Atlantic City in 1965 before going to warmer cli- 
mates in Memphis, Tenn., in 1966. The Gotham Bowl was held in the 
Polo Grounds in 1961, with Baylor defeating Utah State, 24-9, and, in its 
second try in 1962 in Yankee Stadium, Nebraska defeated Miami, 36-34, 
reportedly in 17-degree weather. 

But, on Dec. 16, 1978, the thermometer in Giants Stadium read an 
unseasonable 40 degrees. And, despite the pre-game hope by the Rutgers 
squad that it would be much colder as it entertained an Arizona State team 
accustamed to playing in warm weather, Rutgers was hot at the start. 

A two- or three-touchdown underdog to 
the 8-3 Sun Devils {who had defeated rival 
Arizona in the regular season finale and 
also owned a victory over the otherwise 
undefeated Southern Cal), Rutgers gained 
possession after an Arizona State punt at 
its own 32 and moved to the Sun Devil 47 
in four plays. David Dorn then went off his 
right tackle, reversed his field and raced 
the distance down the left side for the 
game's first score. Kennan Startzell's extra 
point made it a 7-0 ball game early and the 
visitors were shocked further when Ed 
Steward recovered a fumble and Startzell 
booted his longest-ever field goal to that 
point in his career. The 46-yarder gave the 
Scarlet a 10-0 lead. 

On the next Arizona State possession, 
Bob Hynoski intercepted a Mark Malone pass and raced 36 yards to the 
Sun Devil four-yard line. The count might have gone to 17-0 but Darn fum- 
bled at the two and the visitors took over. 


oldest living Rutgers football captain, William VB Van Dyck and Master 
of Ceremonies, Ozzie Nelson; the coin toss, or rather the three coin 
tosses, first with a 1869 silver dollar and then with a pair of 
Centennial medallions. 

The game would be the first Rutgers home football contest ever 
televised as Chris Schenkel and Bud Wilkinson manned the ABC 
booth. 
A crowd of 31,000 was on hand for the game, the largest in 
Scarlet history to that point, and later eclipsed only by the 31,219 for 
the Rutgers-Temple game in 1988, a Homecoming affair. 

Princeton provided the game's opening salvo as Robinson Bordley 
returned the kickoff 63 yards to the Scarlet 24-yard line. Rutgers 
successfully repulsed the attack. Both teams missed field goal tries, 
but, after an interference call at midfield, Rutgers taok a 7-0 lead on 
Rich Policastro's rollout and Chris Stewart's PAT near the end of the 
first period. The Scarlet upped the lead to 21-0 by halftime ona 
Bruce Van Ness TD and Bob Stonebraker’s reception fram Policastro. 
Rutgers scored again on a 27-yard Mike Yancheff-to-Joe Barone 
pass, and, because the goal posts had already been dismantled, the 
Scarlet scored on a two-point conversion by Yanceff. The 29 paints 
were the highest ever recorded by a Rutgers team against Princeton. 
The victory was Rutgers 10th in the GO-game series. The teams 
would go into their second centuries, once again having made football 
history. 


STATE BOWL 


Unable to add to the lead, Rutgers gave up the ball at the Scarlet 44 with 
1:53 remaining in the half and the Sun Devils gat on the scoreboard when 
Malone hit Bob Weathers in the end zone from the 14. A play earlier, 
Malone was trapped on a fourth and 10 play but shook loose to connect far 
a first down. Instead of 17-0 or 10-0, it was a 10-7 game at the half. 

Malone tossed 26 and 47-yard touchdowns in the third period to MVP 
John Mistler and Chris DeFrance ta give Arizona State a 21-10 lead in the 
third period and ran in fram the one early in the final frame for a 28-10 lead. 

Lethargic for a period and a half, Rutgers rebounded with 5:49 left in the 
game when Ted Blackwell scared on a five-yard run and then caught a two- 
point conversion pass from Ed McMichael. 

“They were on their way to a nice, neat arderly finish,” wrote syndicated 
columnist Jerry Izenberg. “And then, Kennan Startzell kicked the ball. 

“Mechanically, it was the perfect squibbler. It had been done on a million 
football fields and when it works the kicking team recovers. The bail 
bounced off of Arizona State’s Morris Williams...it bounced off of Rutgers’ 
Mark Freeman..it skidded under the belly of Arizona State's Henry Pollard 
and came to rest underneath Rutgers’ Craig Nielsen - in the Arizona State 
endzone. This is not unlike bunting for a home run. 

"One official signalled touchdown - six points for Rutgers. A second appar- 
ently signalled touchback - Arizona’s bail on its own 20. A third signalled 
toward the heavens with outstretched hands, which according to the anno- 
tated NCAA Hymnal and Prayer Book means: Why me, O Lord? 

“But, back upfield lay a yellow flag. Rutgers was said to have been offsides 
an the kickoff and that ruling held. Instead of a 28-24 count and a passible 
28-26 ballgame, the score reverted to 28-18 with 4:44 ta go. In the 
game's final minute, Matone scored on a four-yard run for the closing 34-18 
scoreboard count. 

The weather had cooperated, the 33,402 fans had had their fill, the ball 
had nearly bounced in Rutgers’ favor and it was a devil of a day. The Garden 
State Bow! would continue for three more years and would give way to the 
current post-season classic format.

The Rutgers spirit groups are an integral 
part of gameday at Rutgers Stadium! 

With one of the top marching bands in the 
nation, and nationally-recognized cheer and 
dance teams, Rutgers Football has 
outstanding support at every event. 


Rutgers was a pioneer in establishing a college color, and a pioneer in using a color on the field of sport. 


The color scarlet was first proposed in the campus newspaper, The Targum, in May, 1869. It was adopted shortly thereafter. 
This color was chosen because it is a striking color and because a good scarlet ribbon could be easily obtained. From the time of 
its choice by the students, scarlet has been the Rutgers colar. 


College and university colors and coats of arms were not unusual in the old world but had been little-used in the new world. They 
came into large and vivid use only when athletics began to take rigorous hold in this country. 


In the historic first collegiate foatball game on November 6, 1869, the Princeton team members watched the Rutgers men don 
turbans and kerchiefs as close to scarlet as possible for team identification.

Even without scarlet shirts, the headgear alone had added another “first,” the custom of wearing caps of a team's college, one 
long-copied over the years of football uniform development, 


Sports lore at Rutgers has also known terms such as "Scarlet Scourge” and the lasting “Upstream Rutgers!" from the first “big- 
time" grid venture under George Foster Sanford. 


Through the years, scarlet has become embodied in the 
literature and songs of the college. Scarlet is identified 
with its sons and daughters, and is highly emblematic of 
the college itself. 
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Since its days when the school was officially known as 
Queen's College, the athletic teams were referred to as 
the Queensmen. Officially serving as mascot figure for 
several football seasons beginning in 1925 was a giant, 
colorfully felt-covered, costumed representation of an earli- 
er campus symbol, the "Chanticleer." Though a fighting 
bird of the kind with which other colleges have found suc- 
cess, to some it bore the connotation of “chicken.” It is 
also a little-known fact that the New Brunswick-based 
broadcast station, WCTC, which serves as the flagship 
station of Rutgers athletics, had its call letters derived 
from the word “ChanTiCleer.” Chanticleer remained as the 
mascot and Queensmen as the nickname far some 30 
years. 


In the early 1950's, in the hope of spurring both the all- 
around good athletic promise and RU fighting spirit, a 
campus-wide selection pracess changed the mascot to 
that of a Knight. 


By 1955, the Scarlet Knight had become the new Rutgers 
mascot. The Scarlet-garbed knight, riding a spirited white 
charger, came to represent a new era - the rejuvenation 
of first class football “On the Banks.”
